Charlie Denning Ate Thanksgiving 
Dinner in Germany With 
American Officer 

Charles Denning, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Jerry Denning of South Main 
street, who has been driving an auto 
in the ambulance service in France 
has written some very interesting let¬ 
ters home recently, and abstracts 
from them are given below: 

October 27th. 

“We had an air raid the other night 
near where I was. I happened to be 


North Wilbraham Man Killed in Yard

Another was added to the list of 
lilroad fatalities in this secion yes- 
erday morning, when David Egan of 
North Wilbraham was killed in the 
yard of the Boston and Albany road 
opposite the west end of the union 
passenger station by the Ware River 
train due in Palmer at 9.25. 

As the train pulled in on the third 
track from the station, a flagman on 
the work train on another track mo¬ 
tioned the crew of the passenger train 
to a bundle of something not more 
than 50 feet in the rear of their cars. 
Investigation proved that it was the 
body of a man. The head had been 
severed from the body and lay about 
25 feet further back, and the body was 
otherwise badly smashed and mutil¬ 
ated. 

The remains were quickly identified 
as those of David Egan of North Wil-

braham, an employe of the road in 


most ran into a hole made by a bomb 
just ahead of us; they landed nine 
bombs in that district. On my way 
back I had a narrow escape. A Ford 
car coming toward me considerable 
fast just missed me. The fellow made 
a quick turn so he wouldn’t hit me, 
and turned over. I went back and 
found four fellows in the ditch, two 
of them pretty badly hurt. I took 
them back to the place where they 
were stationed, and then went back 
on my job. Gee! but it was lucky 
they didn’t hit me!” 

November 8th. 

“It was seven months ago to-day 
that I landed in Paris, and eight 
months ago to-morrow since I left 
home. Gee! it seems like a year and 
a half. Every thing is armistice and 
peace talk, and we will know definite¬ 
ly about it in to-morrow’s papers. I 
think this thing will be over before 
very long anyway. I only hope I 
can be home by Christmas, but doubt 
it, as I don’t know how long they j 
will keep us after it is over, but hope ! 
it won’t be long.” 

November 14th. 

“I am now about 100 miles from 
my regular station, driving a Captain 
about, making a tour of the hospi¬ 
tals, and it may be two or three days 
more before I return—I’ve been on 
the road four days now, and have not 
been in the same place two nights. I 
went to the hospital Ted was in yes¬ 
terday, but he had been evacuated 
and I didn’t see him. I haven’t had 
a chance to celebrate our victory yet. 
Have been like a wandering child— 
in places where everybody was a 
stranger to me. When I get back the 
celebrations will be all over. I sup¬ 
pose they are having some big times 
over there now, and I’d give 'most 
anything to be there at present. I 
am seeing more of France every day, 
but I have seen enough and am will¬ 
ing to go home to-morrow if they’d 
let me.” 

November 20th. 

"I started out the 11th, the day the 
fighting ceased, and was gone a week, 
making a tour of hospitals with a 
Captain, getting back Saturday even 
ing. The next morning I started out 
again with another Captain and a 
woman and picked up two more 
women and went looking for Ameri¬ 
can prisoners coming back from the 
other side. We went to many places 
and finally found some and started 
a little recreation place for them. 

I only returned last night, so you see 
I have done some traveling. I have 
been all around where there was re¬ 
cent fighting, and there were “some 
sights.” I am feeling fine, and hope 
they will be releasing me soon.’ 1 

November 24th. 

“This is ‘Dad’s Letter.’ The censor¬ 
ship has been lifted and so I can tell 
you where I am and where I have 
been. I am now in Metz. Have been 
stationed in Neufchateau for the past 
two months. Have worked out of 
there and have been to Toul, Nancy, 
and Verdun—up around where all 
the fighting was. Lately have been 
in the Argonne Forest. I left Neuf¬ 
chateau yesterday and went to Toul, 
• this morning came to Metz, and go to 
Strassburg to-morrow. Am on an¬ 
other prisoner hunt. The majority 
of the people in this town talk Ger¬ 
man, so I guess I’ll have to start 
learning it if I stay here. This is 
some city; to see it you’d never know 
there h'd been a war here. I 
bought five German officers’ helmets 
here to-day, and when I get back to 
Neufchateau I expect to sell them 
at a big profit, but will keep one to 
bring home.

End Came at Night in Church Street Home. Long¬ 
time and Well Known Resident. Expert on 
Local History and Genealogies 


Orrin Peer Allen, 85, one of the best 
known men in the town, died at his 
home on Church street at 7.45 Tues¬ 
day evening of a complication of 
diseases incident to advancing years, 
having been in failing health for 
some time. 

Mr. Allen was born in Wallingford, 
Vt., Sept. 30, 1833, the son of Robert 
and Eliza (Paine) Allen. His early 


and has published several volumes 
along that line, some of them of con¬ 
siderable size and tracing back almost 
to th first setlers of the country. 

Mr. Allen was for many years sec¬ 
retary and treasurer of the Eastern 
Hampden Agricultural Society, in the 
days when both offices were held by 
one person. He was a deacon of the 
Congregational church for years, and

The peculiar part of the happening 
is that none of the crew of the train 
which killed him knew that they had 
hit a man until told so after they had 
reached the station. 

This makes- the third fatality in 
this immediate section in eight days, 
a man having been killed at West 
Warren on Tuesday of last week, and 
one at Warren on Wednesday.

On Two-Hour Trolley Service Home 
From Palmer in Evening 

Bondsville patrons of the electric 
cars are complaining loud, long and 
bitterly of the extremely incon¬ 
venient service between that village 
and Palmer, especially on Friday 
nights. 

Friday is pay-day in the mills of 
the village, and that evening a gen¬ 
erous portion of the inhabitants have 
business in Palmer at the stores and 
particularly the banks, where they 
go to pay Liberty Bond installments 
or make deposits on savings ac¬ 
counts, the banks being kept open on 
that night. The cars run once in two 
hours, the early evening cars being 
at 5.45 and 7.45. The first is too 
early for the majority who wish to 
make the trip. The 7.45 car arrives 
in Palmer at 8.15, and the Bondsville 
people are unable to start for home 
again until 10.15. As they are easily 
able to transact their business 
an hour they are compelled to “hang 
around” another hour waiting for a 
car. 

There is a very considerable amount 
of this travel, and those who make 
use of the cars are decidedly of the 
opinion that the volume—on Friday 
nights at least— is sufficient to war 
rant better accommodations. They 
suggest that on that night extra 
trips might be run, leaving Bondsville 
at 6.45 and Palmer at 9.15.

see his company anywhere. Mutt told 
me he saw Fred Brouillette only two 
weeks ago, but I didn’t see him in 
the crowd. Am driving a Ford tour 
ing car now. I passed the fighting 
line to-day on my way up, and saw 
some” sights, in addition to those I 
have seen in the last two weeks. I 
was within 15 miles of the Switzer¬ 
land border last week, and am now 
in what was Germany—Alsace-Lor¬ 
raine. Things are even better here 
than they are in France, and we have 
understood they were just the op¬ 
posite. I am going further into Ger¬ 
many to-morrow, about 75 miles in, 
and suppose I will get a chance to 
see a good deal more.” 

Strassburg, November 28th. 

“Am in the hotel here for the 
evening. Just met a fellow friend 
of mine, and we are going out to 
supper soon. To-day is Thanksgiv¬ 
ing, and I had my dinner in a town 
on the way up here and called it 
my Thanksgiving dinner. A Captain, 
two ladies and myself had difiner 
together. It wasn’t turkey or chicken, 
but it went good just the same. This 
place is similar to Metz; most of the 
people talk German; it is a fine place 
however. I expect to go back to¬ 
morrow or next day. It is “some 
trip, believe me. I left Nancy this 
morning at 9 o’clock and arrived here 
at 3.30, all of 90 miles, perhaps more. 

I wish you could see some of the 
places I am seeing. Am seeing more 
than a lot of the boys over here will 
ever see. Of course, on my trip to 
Metz I crossed the original firing 
line, and also on my trip here, and 
saw what was “No man’s land,” and 
there were great sights. I am see¬ 
ing what it will cost tourists thou¬ 
sands of dollars to see later on. 
Barbed wire entanglements, camou¬ 
flaged roads, dugouts, gun positions, 
and everything. Has the “flu” calmed 

down yet? One of the American who 

was imprisoned in .Germany told me 


life was spent on a farm, and he I 
finished his education in the Chester! 
(Vt.) Academy, teaching school dur¬ 
ing the winters. After graduation 
he was appointed superintendent of 
schools in Vernon, Vt., resigning after 
two years to take the position of prin¬ 
cipal of the Toanack Institute in 
Hackensack, N. J., where he remained 
a year, coming from there to Palmer 
in 1859. In Palmer he established a 
pharmacy and built up a large and 
lucrative business, which he con¬ 
ducted until he retired about 15 
years ago. 

Mr. Allen began to write for the 
press at the early age of 15 years, 
and thereafter for the rest of his life 
was a steady contributor to numer¬ 
ous publications. He was an enthu¬ 
siast in the matter of local history 
and took a keen delight in ferreting 
out matters which had escaped the 
attention of others. Many of his 
articles have appeared in he Journal, 
and have been a great addition to 
the history of the town. He was also 
grealy ineresed in the genealogies, 


of the several branches of his family, 
for a long time clerk of the church. 
He was also one of the founders of 
the Young Men’s Library Association, 
and served as its librarian until 1895. 
He was a member of the New Eng¬ 
land Historic Genealogical Society 
of Boston, the Poeumtuck Valley His- 
torisal Society, and was curator of 
the Palmer Historical Society from 
the time of its organizetjon until his 
death. 

He was twice married, his first wife 
being Harriet L. M. Garvan of Mon- 
son, to whom he was united in 1860 
and by whom he had one daughter, 
Ida, now Mrs. Carroll of 
Rowe. She died soon after, and in 
1863 he married Lucinda E. Scott of 
Vernon, Vt., who died not long ago. 
He leaves one son, Walter S. Allen of 
Palmer, and two daughters, Julia A. 
at home and Lillie M., who is post¬ 
master in Deerfield. He also leave a 
younger brother, Robert C. Allen of 
North Springfield, Vt. 

The funeral will be from the home 
to-morrow afternoon at 2.30.

Firemen Do Good Work and Serious 
Conflagration is Averted 

What gave every promise of being 
destructive fire at Three Rivers 
Monday night was averted by the 
prompt and energetic action of the 
firemen. About 7 o’clock a passerby 
noticed smoke coining from the base¬ 
ment of the store of Joseph Wac- 
howski on Main street, at the east 
end of the bridge over the river. He 
was notified, and on opening the base¬ 
ment door was met by a mass of 
flames and clouds of dense smoke. 
An alarm was rung from box 24, near 
by, and in a few minutes the fire 
truck was on the scene. In the 
meantime chemical extinguishers hadj 
been used, but with little effect. A 
line of hose was laid to the rear of 
the building and a stream turned on 
the flames, which by this time were 
coming up through the floor. Just as 
the firemen were getting the situation 
well in hand the fire burst out in the 
main portion of the store. Another 
line of hose was laid and the fire 
attacked at that point. The dense 
smoke made it uncomfortable for the 
nozzlemen, and it was about an hour 
before they had the blaze under con¬ 
trol. The firemen were bothered at 
first by the crowding of bystanders, 
but Officer Holt aided materially after 
he arrived by keeping them at a dis¬ 
tance. The origin of the fire is a 
mystery. The loss will be several 
thousand dollars. % At one time it 
seemed as though there might be a 
repetition of the disastrous fire of 
1911, when four buildings on the 
opposite side of the street were com¬ 
pletely destroyed.

Awakened by Neighbor. Fire Started 
in Cellar and Burned Up 
In Partitions 

A fire which, had It been given a 
little more time before discovery 
might have caused a loss of life, was 
detected about 11.30 Tuesday night in 
the two-apartment house on Maple 
street occupied by Charles W. Cham¬ 
berlin and L. E. Royce. Before the 
flames were under control the side 
ociupied by Mr. Chamberlin was 
practically burned out and the family 
lost nearly all their belongings, es¬ 
caping only with a few articles of 
night clothing. 

The fire was discovered by John 
Edmonds, who saw a light in the cel¬ 
lar of the Chamberlin side of the 
house while on his way home. He 
aroused the Chamberlin family, and 
they in turn aroused the Royces by 
pounding on the wall and shouting. 
As there was a strong smell of smoke 
when he awoke Mr. Royce called to 
his wife and daughter to get dressed 
and get out at once, as the place was 
on fire and there was no knowing 
how far the flames might have pro¬ 
gressed on the floors under them. 
They dressed and went to a neigh¬ 
bor’s, and their only loss was by 
smoke and water, as the fire did not 
get into their side. 

The Chamberlin family was not so 
fortunate. The smoke was danger¬ 
ously thick when they were awak¬ 
ened, but Mrs. Chamberlin and two 
children managed to escape by way 
of the front stair? and the front door. 
Mr. Chamberlin was compelled to go 
out of a window onto the roof of a 
shed, and from thence to the ground. 
So dense was the smoke that none of 
them had time to dress, and the only 
clothing they saved was the night 
garments which they wore. There 
10 opportunity to save anything 
from the house, and practically every¬ 
thing was destroyed, the interior of 
that side of the building being pretty 
thoroughly burned out. The fire was 
a difficult one to fight, as it had run 
between the partitions and under 
the floors of he Chamberlin apart¬ 
ment, and it was necessary to cut 
holes in the partitions in numerous 
places in order to get the water on 
the fire.

Both must know market conditions 
for live stock and meat throughout the 
country. The buyer must know where 
the different qualities, weights, and 
kinds of cattle can be best marketed 
as beef. 

If the buyer pays more than the 
animal is worth, the packer loses money 
on it. If he offers less, another packer, 
or a shipper or feeder, gets it away 
from him. 

If the seller accepts too little, the live¬ 
stock raiser gets less than he is entitled 
to. If he holds out for more than it is 
worth, he fails to make a sale. 

A variation of a few cents in the pnce 
per hundred pounds is a matter of vital 
importance to the packer, because it 
means the difference between profit 
and loss.

And Housewives Wonder If They 

WUI Be Able to Secure Milk 

Monson housewives are wondering 
where their milk supply is to come 
from if any more retail dealers go 
out of business. Wilson M. Tucker, 
who has “peddled milk” for 33 years, 
discontinued his route Jan. 1st; El¬ 
mer G. Pease, 14 years in the busi¬ 
ness, has given up his route; Rufus 
Blodgett, who owned the Burdick 
route, has sold the same to John Fer¬ 
guson. Mr. Ferguson is not a farmer 
and will have to buy his milk. Car¬ 
penter Bros., who have one of the 
largest routes, say they will have to 
discontinue house-to-house deliveries 
unless more farm labor is available. 
Should they discontinue the business 
it would leave the town with only 
one or two small neighborhood milk¬ 
men. The retail price is now 12 cents, 
and an abundant supply is raised in 
town, but no one seems to enjoy the 
privilege of delivering it.

Sensations of an Aviator 

Lieut. Shaw, Instructor, Tells How It 
Feels to Fly in the Air 

Lieut. Harold E. Shaw, an instruc¬ 
tor in aviation at Brooks Field, San 
Antonio, Texas, gave a very interest¬ 
ing talk on the art of flying, before a 
group of 50 at the Forum of the Con¬ 
gregational church in Monson Sun¬ 
day morning. Lieut. Shaw, though 
he has not had overseas service, has 
obtained an exceptionally high rat¬ 
ing in his profession and is an in¬ 
structor under the Gospel system of 
training aviators. His talk was of 
“Sensations of an Aviator.” Among 
many interesting facts which were 
stated in relating his experiences, he 
said: 

“The ground school work and pre¬ 
liminary training of cadets is very 
exacting and rightly so, because in 
actual flight every man must have at 
all times the necessary amount of 
| nerve to do exactly the right thing 
at the right moment. My first alarm¬ 
ing sensation on my first flight with 
an instructor was on the first turn 
after we left the ground—it seemed 
as if the whole machine was slipping 
away sideways and the feeling of 
insecurity was acute. Again, upon 
the first landing the instructor shut 


off the motor, pointed the nose of 
the machine downwards with a jerk, 
and I had |that “elevator feeling” 
many times intensified. When you 
are first sent up atbne the realization 
that its up to you whether you come 
back and land right side up and 
whole, is for a moment staggering. 
But like many other things, you do 
it because you have too. When you 
“kick in” your rudder for your first 
“tail spin” alone is one of the hardest 
minutes of a beginner. It requires 
all the nerve a man can summon, and 
many a good aviator has had to as¬ 
cend repeatedly before being able to 
develop the “punch” to start the 
first tail spin. Cadets are trained in 
all sorts of “stunts” in order that, 
should they get into such a predica¬ 
ment through unforeseen events they 
can right their machine and escape a 
plunge. Cross country work is most 
enjoyable, though there are eight dis¬ 
tinct things the pilot must have con¬ 
stantly in mind.” 

Lieut. Shaw told of witnessing 
several miraculous escapes from sure 
death in falling planes. He also stated 
that at Wilbur Wright Field to-day 
are the imprints in the turf where 
the bodies of two experienced avia¬ 
tors fell from a height of 15,000. feet. 
Their machine proved defective and 


broke at that great height. It was 
15 minutes after the motor of the 
broken machine buried itself in the 
ground that the last part of that 
machine, the rudder, came floating 
down to earth. Lieut. Shaw witnessed 
this accident wherein the United 
States lost one of the most ex¬ 
perienced aerial gunners in aviation 
and one of the best pilots in the 
country through fault of a defective 
machine. 

“Aviation as a sport or pastime 
does not seem probable until correc¬ 
tive inventions are made to eliminate 
the many possibilities of accidents 
when planes are near the ground. 
Most accidents occur because of in¬ 
sufficient altitude to permit the pilot 
to right the machine and make a safe 
landing. More reliable motors, mo¬ 
tors which will not fail over forests 
or towns or impossible landing places 
are another prerequisite to flying for 
sport. Apparatus has recently been 
perfected for testing out aviators, 
whereby it can be accurately deter¬ 
mined how great an altitude their 
constitutions will stand and what 
faults they are liable to develop un¬ 
der great strain.”

Peter Murrib appeared in the Dis- ' 
trict Court last Saturday charged ; 
with operating a motor vehicle upon 
the public ways in a manner danger¬ 
ous to the lives and safety of the pub¬ 
lic. He pleaded not guilty, but after 
a trial was found guilty and was fined 
$100, which he paid. 

Murrib, while driving through Main 
street in Palmer about 10 o’clock on 
the morning of Tuesday, Dec. 10 th, 
knocked down and severely injured 
Mrs. Maria Hatfield of Wales, a 
woman 76 years of age. The accident 
happened almost directly in front of 
the Fleming store, in the center of 
the business section, but no one 
could be found who witnessed the 
happening, a condition which proba¬ 
bly would not obtain once in hun¬ 
dreds of times—that there should not 
be a person, team or automobile on 
the street, and that no person hap¬ 
pened to be looking out of a store 
window at the time. There were 
found however, people who saw and 
noted the Murrib car just before the 
acident, and from them testimony as 
to the speed of the car was obtained. 

Mrs. Hatfield, who was thought at 
first to be dangerously hurt, has made 
an excellent recovery and is now out 
of danger.

WOUNDED IN ONE LEG BY SHRAPNEL 


Corp. Walter Root Dug Out by Com¬ 
rades Next Day; In Hospital 
Eight Weeks 

Frank Root of Park street has re¬ 
ceived recently a letter from his son, 
Corporal Walter F. Root of K Co., 
58th Infantry, who has been in a base 
hospital for more than eight we eks 
as the result of an experience he had 
with a German shell in the Argonne 
Forest September 27th. The young 
man was buried in a shell hole in 
which he had taken refuge, leaving 
one leg exposed, and this leg was hit 
by a piece of shrapnel. Corp. Root 
wrote that he expected to be sent 
home soon. 

He wrote that his regiment was 
lying in support of the 47th .on the 
26th of September under a heavy bar¬ 
rage but with no loss of life, while its . 
snipers concealed in the thickets an¬ 
noyed the enemy all day. At 5 in the 
afternoon his company was given an 
; order to “dig in”—“that meant make 
1 your bed.” Root scooped a hollow two 
feet deep for himself in the gutter 
j where he had been lying, puttirg on 
his gas mask after a warning from 
“Jerry’s good-night shell.” At mid¬ 
night he found himself floating in 
5 rain water, and while looking for an- 
’ other hole fell into one, injuring his 
s side. The next day early he was 

* looking for first-aid when another 
f volley from the enemy drove him to 
e cover in the shell hole in which he 

was buried by the next shell. “Two

WOMEN POLICE “MAKE GOOD” 


Abundant Testimony as to Splendid 
Work They Have Done in Eng¬ 
land Since War Started. 

How England’s women police have 
developed Into a real force for the 
maintenance of order and public mor¬ 
ality has appeared in the report of 
Miss Goldingham. deputy comman¬ 
dant of the women police service, at a 
meeting In Richmond, where the es¬ 
tablishment of such a force was under 
discussion. 

She said that these forces had been 
formed from voluntary workers early 
In the war, as a means of helping I 
refugees and young English girls and 
boys who were In need of aid or ad- ! 
vice. In three and a half years 1,000 j 
women have been trained for the j 
work and have found appointments. | 
At present women are policing 20 
munition factories, where they per¬ 
form all the duties, practically, that 
could be expected of masculine police. 
The women’s police service has also 
supplied police for 18 towns, in four 
of which women have been sworn in 
as constables. 

Hun Captives Are Oxlike. 

Once through Templeaux and on 
the main road for Peronne things be- j 
came less exciting and we drew up 
to see a column of 900 prisoners pass 
us. Each side of the causeway was 
lined by Australians, with their keen, 
clear-cut, falcon faces, and between 
lurched these heavy-jawed, beetle- 
browed, uncouth louts, new-caught and 
staring round with bewildered eyes at 
their debonnaire captors. I saw none 
of that relief at getting out of It 
which I have read of; nor did I see 
any signs of fear, but the prevailing 
impression was an oxllke stolidity and 
dullness. It was a herd of beasts, not 
a procession of men. It was indeed 
farcical to think that these uniformed 
bumpkins represented the great mili¬ 
tary nation, while the gallant figures 
who lined the road belonged to the 
race which they had despised as be¬ 
ing unwarlike. Time and Fate be- 
i tween them have a pretty sense of hu¬ 
mor.—Arthur Conan Doyle In the Lon¬ 
don Times.

After the Aviators in Thin Coun- ■ J 


Corps of Doctors and Trainers to Look 
After the Aviators in Thin Coun¬ 
try and Abroad. • 

For the care and conditioning of L 
flyers in the air service the United 
States government Is now appointing 
a corps of doctors and trainers large 
enough to equip each training field and 
camp for flyers, both here In the Unit¬ 
ed States and in France, with a proper 
organization. The doctors will be 
known as flight surgeons and the train- 
ers as physical directors. The medical * 
branch 6 T the air service Is not alone 
confined to the selection of the flyer, 
bnt to his care and condition after he 
has been admitted to the service. It 
has become apparent that the flyer Is 
unlike other soldiers, comments Sci¬ 
ence. In the air service he has become _ 
an Intricate, highly sensitized piece of 
mechanism with troubles all his own. 

Jo keep his complex organism physi¬ 
cally fit a special master mechanic had 
to be provided solely for him. 

The flight surgeon, therefore, has £ 
been given freedom of independent £ 
Initiative In all questions of fitness of 
the flyers. Subject to the approval of v 
the commanding officer, he Is expected 
to Institute such measures as periods 
of rest, recreations and temporary ex¬ 
cuse from duty as may seem advisable. 
He takes sick calls of aviators, he j 
visits such cases as may be In the hos¬ 
pital and consults with the attending 
surgeon regarding them. He makes 
the examination of candidates for 
aviation and lives in close touch with 
flyers. 

The physical directors are assistants 
to the flight surgeons and their duty i 
is to supervise such recreation and 
physical training of the flyers as are 
considered necessary. 

New Source of Leather, 

Durable leather from the bladders 
of animals is claimed by Rudolph 
Obrist-Doos, a Swiss. The bladders 
are stretched and dried, giving them 
a smooth surface, and are then made 
pliant and waterproof by a special 
process of fulling and tanning. The 
pieces so obtained may be pressed to¬ 
gether, with a suitable adhesive, and 
with or without felt, to give a leather 
or leather substitute of any desired 
thickness.

Locating Ore Beds. 

Beds of ore are stated to have been 
located at a distance of two and a 
half miles by the electrical method 
putented in the United States by Pro¬ 
fessor R. A. Fessenden. In the locality 
where the existence of valuable ores 
is suspected, a number of holes sev¬ 
eral miles apart are bored, then filled 
with water, and a Fessenden sound os¬ 
cillator is immersed in one as a trans¬ 
mitting apparatus, the receiver sub¬ 
merged in each of the other holes be¬ 
ing an Einthoven recording oscillo¬ 
graph. The holes may be five miles 
or more apart over the area being in¬ 
vestigated. In the study of the oscil¬ 
lograph records, special attention Is 
given to the relation between sounds 
received direct and those from echot , 
and lt is found possible to get a fair 
idea of the character of Intervening 
masses of rock and of the position and 
distance of neighboring deposits of ore.

annually over $5,000,000 worth of live 
stock for the ranchers of the Rocky 
mountain section as a result of its in¬ 
tensive campaign against predatory an¬ 
imals, which has been in progress dur¬ 
ing the past three years. During this 
period 60,458 coyotes, 8.085 bobcats, 
1,829 wolves, 201 mountain lions, and 
137 bears have been trapped or shot, 
and many other animals have been 
poisoned. The income from the sale of 
pelts of animals killed by government 
hunters to protect live stock during the 
last year will aggregate approximately 
$100,000. This work is of special im¬ 
portance, because the cattle and sheep 
which are already on the r*?nge produc¬ 
ing meat, wool, and leather are afford¬ 
ed protection, and thus the actual 
sources of these essential commodities 
are being conserved for market. Fur¬ 
thermore, clearing the range of preda¬ 
tory animals is making conditions more 
favorable for stocking the grazing 
areas to full capacity and for improv¬ 
ing the quality of the breeding stock.

Japanese Beetle in New Jersey. 

A public hearing on the proposed 
quarantine of a portion of New Jer¬ 
sey on account of the Japanese beetle, 
a serious pest of certain vegetables 
and fruit, was held by the United 
States department of agriculture in 
Washington recently. As a result of 
infestation of the Japanese beetle 
in parts of Burlington county, N. 
J„ the proposed quarantine is In¬ 
tended to prohibit the shipment from 
this territory of green sugar corn, ripe 
tomatoes and ripe peaches which 
might cause this pest to spread. A 
campaign of eradication authorized 
by congress is now in progress, and 
the proposed quarantine is deemed 
necessary to support the measures 
that are being taken for the suppres¬ 
sion of this dangerous pest.

Fewer Works of Art Imported. 

According to a compilation by the 
National City bank, the value of art 
works Imported in 1918 is about $11,-

Burt 0. Gage, Well Known in 
Steam Pump Manufacture 
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Author of Numerous Inventions and lea 
Expert in Steam Pump Be

Burt O. Gage of Warren, 75, a well- 
known inventor of steam pumps, died ^ 
at his home last Thursday after a mj 
short illness of bronchial pneumonia. ^ 
He was born in Ellington, Conn., . 
November 2, 1843, the son of Aaron ^ 
and Annie Gage. He married in ^ 
early life Miss Hannah L. Sutcliffe ^ 
of Monson, whose death occurred g e 
about 13 years ago. th 

Mr. Gage had been associated near¬ 
ly all his life with the pump indus- 
try. At the age of 13 he went to ^ 
work at the Hampden Manufacturing 
Company in Monson, being promoted '• 
at the age of 18 to master mechanic. 

In 1865 he became associated with 
L. J. Knowles & Bros, of Warren in ® 
the manufacture of the Knowles 
loom. Two years afterward he en- £ 
tered the employ of the Knowles & 
Sibley Company, manufacturers of P 
steam pumps. For about 40 years he 
was associated with this concern and 
their successors, the George F. 
Blake Manufacturing Company of 
Warren and Boston, during which 
time he patented many useful and 
practical ideas in pumping machin- d 
ery. After leaving the Blake Com- 
pany, he was for a short time asso- ° 
ciaced with the United States Steel e 
Company as salesman and manager ® 
of their duplex brake. He was after¬ 
ward engaged by the Warren Steam ° 
Pump Company as pump expert in c 
connection with their lawsuit with > 
the Blake & Knowles Manufacturing < 
Company, and later became superin- I 
tendent of the Warren Steam Pump * 
Company, which position he held at 
the time of his death. He had travel- | 
ed extensively throughout the coun¬ 
try, having charge of many large wa- 1 
terworks installations. When the < 
white squadron of the new navy was < 
contemplated, Mr. Gage designed and 1 
patented a vertical type of pump, oc¬ 
cupying small floor area and known 
to-day in the pump trade as the ver¬ 
tical twin air pump. This invention 
is still in successful use on naval ves¬ 
sels. In recent years Mr. Gage in¬ 
vented a valve gear for single pumps, 
which operates successfully at high 
steam pressure without lubrication. 
He was also the originator and pat¬ 
entee in the use of rolled metal 
sheets, a new metal now in success¬ 
ful use, which resists corrosion. 
These inventions are now being used 
by the Warren Steam Pump Com¬ 
pany. 

Mr. Gage had been a member for 
many years of Arcturus lodge of Odd 
Fellows, and of the Warren Public 
Library Association, and the Warren 
Thief Detective Society. He leaves 
a daughter, Miss Esther L. Gage, who 
made a home for him, and a son, B. 
Raymond Gage of Somerville, and one 
grandson, John Hunter Gage of Mon¬ 
son. and two brothers, Carlos M. 
Gage and William C. Gage of Mon¬ 
son.

FAMOUS MEN OF GREEN ISLE 

Country Has Few More Picturesque 

Figures Than the Three Widely 
Known Myles Brothers. 

Lieut. Col. Sir Thomas Myles, M. D* 
—better known as Sir Tom Myles— 
who has ho en in America on a British 
I medical s ession, is one of the most 
picturesque figures ln Irish life. As 
medical students In Trinity college, 
Dublin, the three Myles brothers were 
famous for their encounters with mem¬ 
bers of the “heavyweight” division of 
the Metropolitan police. It used to be 
said of the Myles brothers, that. If 
they found it necessary to beat up the 
Dublin “finest” at night, they were 
equally assiduous ln patching them up 
In the morning. So there was no hard 
feeling on either side. 

Sir Thomas was knighted ln 1902 
when he was president of the College 
of Surgeons In Ireland. It was as 
house surgeon In Steven’s hospital 
that he made the first examination of 
the bodies of Burke and Cavendish, 
the victims of the famous Phoenix 
5 park murders. The strange thing was 
‘ that, at the moment, neither Sir 
Thomas nor the^tbllce knew that one 
1 of the bodies -s that of the chief sec¬ 


retary, and the other that ol the under 
secretary for Ireland. 

It is a habit of the Myles family 
to be over six feet in height, and 
with shoulders and fists in proportion. 
In the Zulu war one of the chiefs was 
run to earth in his kraal by the British, 
who wished to capture him alive. Vol¬ 
unteers were asked for and Sir 
Thomas’ brother John undertook the 
task. He crawled through the long 
covered entrance and came out ten 
minutes later, dragging the kicking 
potentate behind him by the scruff of 
the neck.

Apparently No Interest 

There is little evidence of any 
especial interest being taken n local 
politics of the coming caucuses Jan. 
20th and 21st, and the election of 
Feb. 3d. Practically all of the minor 
office holders will be candidates for 
re-election. The selectmens’ positions 
have become so much of a football 
to be kicked at by everybody from 
every angle, including petty person¬ 
alities—that only a few of the most 
intrepid will even consider running 
for the position. It can justly be 
said that the administration of 
Messrs. Anderson, Sutcliffe and 
Carew has compared favorably with 
any similar administration of the past 
decade. A war year presented new | 
problems to the board which they 
were cautious and careful in dealing 
with. Their decisions have not 
satisfied all classes of Monson 
voters. It is not possible to elect 
any three men who could sat¬ 
isfy all Monson voters. The board of 
1918 has consistently acted with a 
' view to economy. They have done 
; well jn road repairs, have installed a 
: good man at the town farm, rebuilt 
practically every bridge in town, and 
1 have attempted to carry on the usual 
duties of the selectmen against a 
very severe scarcity of labor and high 
prices of materials. 


In this day of the lurking submarine 
the waters of the North sea are a 
marked danger zone for the fisherman 
of the Netherlands, and consequently 
the rivers and inner seas of Holland 
are thronged with brown-sailed fishing 
smacks, all eagerly pursuing the elu¬ 
sive herring, salmon, pike and carp. 

Until the boat’s tanks or barrels are 
filled the determined fisherman sticks 
at his job. If a good haul Is soon 
made he may steer the craft up some 
canal to an inland town to market 
his catch. He gets out the sign, 
“Fish for Sale,” and fastens it to the 
mast, draws the boat up to the canal’s 
edge, and is soon besieged by house¬ 
wives anxious to Inspect his wares. 
The fish, as if conscious of their pend¬ 
ing fate, swim uneasily about in the 
tank, while thrifty Dutch matrons 
follow certain ones excitedly with a 
forefinger, and the seller endeavors to 
locate the desired fish in the swarm¬ 
ing tub. 


On a summer evening when a fleet 
of the good ships has made port after 
a hard day’s work, a fishing village is 
one of the most picturesque sights in 
Holland. Sails patched or torn and 
flapping rise and fall la the harbor , 
with the motion of the wares. The 
brawny Dutch fisherman, revived by 
supper and the evening pipe, is curing 
fish and exchanging stories with neigh¬ 
bors on the dock, while his wife sits 
before her cottage mending nets, or 
perhaps adorning a torn sail with a 
vivid red patch. 

There is little rest for these hard¬ 
working seamen and their wives. Fish 
have long been to Holland what rice 
is to China or the potato to America. 
With its food supply ebbing danger¬ 
ously low, Holland looks more than 
ever to her fisher folk to feed the 
people.

More than one-third 
of all schoolchildren are engaged In 
some kind of work. In some districts 
all the children of school age are work¬ 
ing. Out of every 100 schoolchildren 
between six and eight years, 18 are at 
work; between nine and ten, 35; be¬ 
tween eleven and twelve, 50, and be¬ 
tween thirteen and fourteen, 52. Two- 
fifths of these children have been 
working from the time they were five 
! or six years old.

THREE NOTED FRENCH TOWNS 

Will Live In History as Having Given 
Their Names to Articles off Every- 
Day Commerce. 

Three towns in northern France 
have given their names to articles of 
every-day commerce—Cambrai, from 
which “cambric” is derived; Arras, a 
term applied to a certain kind of 
tapestry, and Valenciennes, noted for 
its lace in olden times. Cambrai, too, 
is associated with the name of the 
great French ecclesiastic and moralist, 
Francois Fenelon, a statue of whom 
stood in the cathedral before the Ger¬ 
mans captured the town. Fenelon 
wrote one of the most famous novels 
of the eighteenth century: “The Ad¬ 
ventures of Telemachus,” an account 
of the son of Ulysses. At Cambrai was 
concluded a very curious treaty, the 
so-called “Ladies’ Peace,” between 
Louise of Savoy and Margaret of Aus¬ 
tria, representing France and Austria, 
respectively, in 1529. At Arras was 
born the celebrated leader of the 
French Revolution, Maximilian Robes¬ 
pierre, who organized the Reign of 
Terror by which he himself was finally 
to fall. 'Valenciennes no longer made 
the beautiful lace which its name sug¬ 
gests, but was a center for the manu¬ 
facture . of hosiery, trimmings, and 
handkerchiefs. It was the birthplace 
of two famous men—Watteau, whose 
paintings are regarded as perhaps the 
most characteristic products of French 
art in the eighteenth century, and 
Froissart, whose chronicles of the 
wars of the Middle Ages are full of 
movement' and color. Near by is an¬ 
other famous town—Doual—whose 
name is Joined with a version in Eng¬ 
lish of the Bible prepared for the 
SDecial use of the Catholic church.

Code of By-Laws Recalled 

Existing Laws Found to Apply to

The town’s code of by-laws, which

Red Cross Workers Needed 

Final Drive Next Month; Much Work 
On Hand Now For Refugees 

The local Red Cross Auxiliary is 
very much in need of a large number 
of additional workers, and an appeal 
was made Sunday from the pulpits 
of the churches for them. This re¬ 
sulted in an increased attendance at 
the Monday afternoon meeting in 
Memorial Hall, but there is still 
room—and great need—for a con¬ 
siderably increased number. The 
quota of refugee work for this month 
is a large one, and the local branch 
is extremely anxious not to make its 
first, failure in delivery at this time. 
But the largest task of all is coming 
next month, when the quota will be 
the largest since the start of the 
war. This is work for the refugees, 
and is wanted completed and deliv¬ 
ered to headquarters in Springfield by 
the end of the month of February. 
The amount of work asked is larger 
than in any previous month, but as¬ 
surances are given that it will be the 
last drive, and that the rooms will be 
closed as soon as that is done. In 
order to make the work of the Auxili¬ 
ary 100 per cent efficient thre must 
be a large increase in the Humber of 
workers during this drive, and all 
women who can are urged to assist. 
The rooms are open for work Mon¬ 
day and Thursday afternoons; and 
if there are those who cannot visit ( 
the rooms but can do work in their 
homes, they will be furnished with 
all they can complete. 


Accepts Call to Everett 

Rev. Richard H. McLaughlin, re¬ 
cently pastor of St. Paul’s Universa¬ 
list church and later engaged in war 
work for a time, has received and ac¬ 
cepted a call to the pastorate of the 
Universalist church in Everett, and 
has gone there with his wife and 
daughter, who had been living here 
during his war service.

The danger 
Increased as they approached the top 
of the hill. Both of them were bleed¬ 
ing from flesh wounds. Both were 
spent with the exertion of the long as¬ 
cent dragging their gun. But their 
only thought was to do what they had 
come to do. Just at dawn they round¬ 
ed the top of the hill. The first thing 
they saw were two German officers 
standing with binoculars sweeping the 
American lines. Quick as thought, 
without waiting to place their gun, one 
“Yank held it while the other fired. 
The officers went down, and the enemy 
guns woke up. The two boys made 
rover with their gun and answered the 
fire. Before the day had fairly broken, 
they had “cleaned out" the nest of 
enemy guns and had their own gun 
advantageously placed.

GUM TAKES PLACE OF WATER 


Assuages Thirst of Soldiers Fighting 
In Country Where Liquid Was 
Practically Unobtainable. 

Of all the varied means of mastl -1 
catory stimulation which have been' 
resorted to by man in all climes and 
ages the great American gum seems 
least harmful and most helpful. That 
there is a physiological demand for 
some masticatory stimulant, says the 
New York Medical Journal, is shown 
by the universality of the practice of 
chewing. Whether It be the tobacco of 
the American Indian, the betel nut of 
the East, the slippery elm bark, the 
tamarack and the spruce gum of the 
down-east Yankee, the sweet gum of 
the Gulf states, the chicle of the Mexi¬ 
cans, which, in its American adapta¬ 
tion, becomes the great Americtm 
chewing gum, man has always felt the 
necessity of chewing something more 
than his meals. That there is a prac¬ 
tically useful side for this habit is 
evidenced by the orders placed by the 
quartermaster of the United States 
army for 2,300,000 packages of this 
standard American dainty. We learn 
from the war department that the 
commanding officer of a field artillery 
regiment, about to embark, stated that 
250 pounds of chewing gum would 
take the place of hundreds of gallons 
of drinking water when water was 
most needed and least readily obtain¬ 
able. The American Red Cross re¬ 
cently cabled an order for chewing 
gum for use in the reconquered ter¬ 
ritory where the wells had been pois¬ 
oned by the retreating Germans.

Vessels Sunk by Mines or Torpedoes 
Patched, Raised and Taken to 
Port for Repairs. 

Any one who Imagines that all the 
vessels sunk by enemy U-boats or 
mines are left at the bottom of the 
sea would be surprised if he could 
be told the whole story of Ingenuity, 
resource and unremitting toll of the 
British admiralty salvage corps. 

Almost as soon as a vessel is sunk 
salvage operations are commenced. 
Divers are sent down to take accurate 
measurements of the size of the hole 
made by the torpedo or mine. Small 
holes are plugged with wood, but large 
ones are patched with “standards” 
patches. These are made of 12-Inch 
wooden beams, and a patch sometimes 
weighs as much as 20 tons. 

As may be imagined, the size of the 
hole varies greatly. In some cases it 
has measured 40 feet long by 20 feet 
wide, and in one case it has been 
known to be 48 feet long by 25 feet 
wide. 

When the vessels have been plugged 
and patched, their cargo removed and 
the water pumped out of them they 
proceed to the nearest port where they 
can be permanently repaired. 

Several vessels have been torpedoed 
after being refloated and have again 
been successfully raised and taken 
into port. 


Gave Revenue Officers Tip. 

Revenue officers who arrested an At¬ 
lanta man with fifteen gallons of whis¬ 
ky in his motor car, found he had a 
letter from a Georgia farmer, saying 
that the writer had “some very fine 
pigs for sale at the low price of $7 
each,” and that "the sow had a litter 
of thirty,” a remarkable thing in the 
animal world.

Letters From Peter Cahill 

Private Peter F. Cahill of the Tank 
service, now in France with the 
American Army of Occupation, in 
writing to his sister, Miss Irene 
Cahill of the local telephone exchange 
says that it is fun ploughing through 
the mud and he is gaining flesh de¬ 
spite his laborious work. His letter 
follows in part: 

“A few lines to let you know that I 
am O. K. Just got your letter—also 
20 more, and thought I would 
answer on the spot. I am just about 
12 miles from camp, but I will be 


back in my little dugout to-night. 
Just imagine me sleeping down cel¬ 
lar at home! Well, that is just what 
a dugout is. The building was 
burned to the ground. Now we are 
living in the cellar and it seems to 
agree with us, as I am weighing about 
10 pounds more than when I left the 
States. Sorry to learn of so much 
sickness. You sure did have some 
celebration. I was driving a tank 
that day from Bayonville to Somer- 
ance, and I was out all night with 
the thing. A fan belt broke and I did 
not have an extra one, but such is 
life. I was* in Bayonville three days 
and in Somerance a week, Sandus St. 


George a day, and several other 
places. I have seen more of France 
than I cared to, for every place looks 
alike. We will probably land at some 
Southern port, but I don’t give a 
care as long as we set foot some¬ 
where on United States land. I must 
go on guard to-night and will write 
more in next letter.” 

In a letter from Varennes, France, 
Dec. 10, Private Cahill says in part: 
“Received your most welcome let¬ 
ters, also glad to hear everything is 
O. K. I thought that we would be 
back before a letter would reach you, 
but from the outlook I cannot say 
when we will leave here. We are all 


anxious to get out of this country. 
The good old U. S. A. will look good 
to us, and we are living in hopes of 
getting back soon. All of our work 
is complete, so we are drilling and 
hiking once more, and it is some fun 
ploughing through the mud. I was 
over to St. Juvin to-day—just nothing 
but ruins. It is about 12 miles from 
here. Bar-le-Duc is a nice place. I 
was out to a steak supper the last 
two nights. I am on guard to-night 
and it is raining. We do not get mail 
very often. I got mail to-day dated 
Oct. 5)1, that is five weeks ago. Some 
of your mail was lost for a while but 
we got it after a fashion. I am not 


in want for anything so do not 
worry.” Private Cahill is a volunteer 
and a member of Palmer council, K. 
of C., and Division 15, A. O. H. of’ 
Thorndike, where his mother, broth¬ 
ers and sisters reside.

TWO EX-PREMIERS IN CABINET 

Situation in British Politics That Has 
Never Before Occurred Is Among 
the Possibilities. 

Herbert H. Asquith, former premier, 
is often mentioned as a possible addi* 
tion to the present cabinet. The Man¬ 
chester Guardian points out that if this 
happens Lloyd George will have two 
former prime ministers among his sub¬ 
ordinates. There is no former instance 
of this state of things in modern his¬ 
tory, and it is a long time now since an 
English government contained in a 
secondary place even one former pre¬ 
mier. 

The classical case occurred about the 
middle of last century, and is furnish¬ 
ed by the game of see-saw which was 
played by Lord John Russell and Lord 
Palmerston. In the government of 
1846-52 Lord John Russell was prime 
minister and Lord Palmerston foreign 
secretary, and in the government of 
1859-65 their two positions were ex¬ 
actly reversed. 

It was Lord John Russell’s excep¬ 
tional fate to be prime minster from 
the age of fifty-four till that of slxtv,

If Lloyd George gets Mr. Asquith as 
well as Mr. Balfour he will have all the 
living former premiers except one, the 
exception being Lord Rosebery, whose 
period of office—15 months—was so 
short as to compare with the mete¬ 
oric premiership of the age of Can¬ 
ning. 

FLASH LIGHTS IN UNISON 

Fir*. _ 

Fireflies Seem to Have an Understand¬ 
ing as to When to Begin 
an Illumination. 

Various observers testify to the fact 
that myriads of glow worms very oc¬ 
casionally Indulge in synchronous flash¬ 
ing with very beautiful effect. It Is 
thought by some that this phenom¬ 
enon is accidental, although in this 
light some cases would seem Incred¬ 
ible. 

John V. Purcell of Washington, 
D. C., records that in the town of Co- 
tabato, island of Mindanao, P. L, a few 
yeBta ago there were two trees about 
the size of apple trees and perhaps a 
hundred yards apart, and every eve¬ 
ning these were filled with fireflies 
which flashed in unison, first one tree 
lighting np and then the other. There 
must have been several thousand in¬ 
sects In each tree, yet the synchronism 
was so perfect that rarely or never 
did a single firefly flash at the wrong 
time. 

“To the best of my recollection the 
illumination period lasted about two 
or three seconds and the dark periods 
perhaps twice that long. I can posi¬ 
tively vouch for the accuracy of the 
foregoing, for it seemed so strange and 
produced so beautif.'. an effect that I 
thought it one of the most remarkable 
things in the Philippines, and It made 
a deep impression on me.” 

War Brings Peace to New York. 

All is peace In New York’s toughest 
district since the war. A year or so 
ago any person who wandered through 
the “Gas House” district, on First ave¬ 
nue from Seventeenth to Twenty-sec¬ 
ond street, at night usually came away 
minus his watch and roll and with a 
battered countenance. Many were the 
actual and alleged breaches of the 
peace laid to the young manhood of 
this section of the city. It ran the 
gamut of everything from riot to mur¬ 
der. Today all this is changed. Since 
the “Gas House” gang has donned the 
khaki there Is an air of refinement and 
culture In the district. Men neigh¬ 
bors meet on friendly terms and 
clothes-line fights and feuds between 
the women are only memories. Gone 
Is the old order of things material. 
Fights have given way to celebrations 
In honor of the lads from the district 
now fighting in France. There are 
171 of them from this section and 
the other night a service flag was un¬ 
furled. It showed five gold stars. 
Two thousand men, women and chil¬ 
dren, many of them mothers and fa¬ 
thers, lifted their voices in a pean of 
consecration. 


GERMANY WITHOUT A FRIEND 

Nation Stands Alone In the World, 

8eemingly With No One to Mourn 
for Her. 

One cannot help wondering what 
could have been the emotions of the 
German agents in Spain when they 
read the dispatch sent by King Alfon¬ 
so to President Poincare. Those 
agents have worked hard through all 
these years of the war and spent money 
lavishly to make and keep Spain the 
friend erf Germany. They can claim 
with some show of truth to have kept 
her neutral, but now, in the day of 
Germany’s humiliation, she gets no 
sympathy from the Spanish king. In¬ 
stead. he telegraphs to the French 
president enthusiastic congratulations 
on the victory of the allies, and calls 
I the result achieved the reaching of 
“the end of this glorious epic of the 
French army and nation, which have 
shown us all," he adds, “what bravery 
and patriotism mean.” 

Alfonso says “ns all," and no Span¬ 
iard protests, so they must join not 
only in the king's felicitation of Ger¬ 
many’s enemy but also In the implied 
denial that Germany has shown any¬ 
body what bravery and patriotism 
mean. 

Another failure, therefore, most be 
scored against German diplomacy and 
propaganda. Is it the hundredth or 
the thousandth?—New York Times. 


America’s Tin Industry. 

While the United States has at¬ 
tained a commanding position in the 
tin plate export trade, It by no means 
equals that which England had before 
the war. Data show that while our 
exports of tin plate have grown from 
57,800 tons in 1918 to more than 233, 
000 tons in 1917, they even now are 
less than 50 per cent of England’s be¬ 
fore the war, and only 86 per cent 
more than that country’s present ex¬ 
ports. 

Will this country ever have a tin in¬ 
dustry of Its own? asks the Philadel¬ 
phia Inquirer. The American tin-n?'^ 
Ing Industry is still In the chlldlk, 
stage. Ore supplies in Bolivia, >. 
South America, are believed to be 
large, but Bolivian producers are find¬ 
ing conditions here unsatisfactory for 
doing business. Only the future can 
tell whether any relief is possible from 
this source. 

Impress Left by Romans. 

The old Romans and still older 
Celts have left their traces thickly 
strewn In the place-names of the coun¬ 
try through which the victorious al¬ 
lied armies advanced during the latter 
part of the wa*. yalenciennes was 
named after the Roman emperor, Val- 
entlnian. Just as Orleans was named 
after Emperor Aurelian. The mark of 
the Celt is seen in the dun, or fortress, 
of the ever-famous Verdun, and, 
though now contracted out of exist¬ 
ence, In the towering old city of Laon, 
the stronghold of the Merovingians. 
The River Meuse, perhaps the river 
most connected with war, has the most 
peaceful of names, Meuse being Cel¬ 
tic for the River of Meadows. 


Explaining Cities’ Destruction. 

Modern science has explained many 
indent mysteries, and a recent sug¬ 
gestion Is that outbursts of natural oil 
Slave produced such catastrophes as 
that of Sodom and Gomorrah in the 
rale of Siddim. In the northern Cau¬ 
casus an eruption occurred in Aug’ ., 
1895, in which 50,000 tons of oil-' --re 
discharged in the first three days. At 
the San Diego oil field in Mexico a 
great outburst from a newly bored 
well in July, 1908, caught fire, and re¬ 
sisted all control for 58 days, the 
Fountain of flames rising 500 yards, 
with a breadth of 150 yards. 

Silvered Plate-Glass. 

Silvered plate glass with beveled 
edges, sometimes with little figures cut 
on the surfaces In Intaglio, were first 
made in Venice. For many years these 
mirrors were of small dimensions, five 
feet being the largest. Indeed, till late 
in the seventeenth century large look¬ 
ing glasses were made up of several 
separate pieces, the divisions between 
the plates being covered by subordi- 
. 'te iengths of gilt moldings within 
tlu. -eneral frame. Louis XV covered 
the walls of his great Salle at Ver¬ 
sailles with looking-glass panels. 

Married Men, Read This. 

A translator of the Bible into the 
New Guinea tongue wanted a proper 
Idiom for the phrase, “Far be it from 
this thing.” He consulted a 
learned native, who replied, “I under¬ 
stand. We have the precise idiom; we 
say: ‘May I speak to my mother-in- 
law before I will do this thing. ” That 
sounded rather like a joke to the trans¬ 
lator, but it wasn’t, for in that land of 
strarge taboos, one of the unpardon¬ 
able sins Is for a man to open his lips 
to his wife’s mother.—Boston Trans¬ 
cript. 

Keeping Hands in Shape. 

For the man who does the work 
about his own car a~d yet does not 
care to have hands look like a garage 
mechanic’s, the following is valuable: 
Four ounces of grain alcohol, three 

\nces of glycerin and three ounces 
water, shaken up in a bottle. If 
this liquid is applied to the hands be¬ 
fore beginning work, a good washing 
with soap and water afterward re¬ 
moves all traces of the labor. 

Paraffin Replaces Oil. ^ 

Paraffin for oiling wood-working 
tools is preferable to oil or grease. It 
costs little, is easily applied, and may 
be carried in one’s pocket unpro¬ 
tected. 

Really “Quake Doctors.” 

A quack doctor is not a goose, but 
was originally a “quake doctor.” The 
ague was called the quake and the un¬ 
educated persons who served as doc¬ 
tors in certain parts of England used 
to charm the ague away; hence arose 
the expression.

A law went into effect 
the first of last January abolishing 
said election and making arrange¬ 
ments for the appointment by the 
selectmen of fence viewers were 
nominated at both the Republican 
and the Democratic Citizen’s cau¬ 
cuses, but the town clerk of legal 
mind, struck them off from the bal¬ 
lot. Fred D. Rogers, Edgar Squier 
and H. D. Vaille were the last in¬ 
cumbents of the position, and had 
been re-elected for a number of 
years without a contest. 

Beat the Casualty List Home 

Bugler Joseph C. Dugay, whose j 
name was on Tuesday’s casualty list 
as “wounded, degree undetermined” 
beat the news by a month. He re¬ 
turned to Monson December 23, hav¬ 
ing been gassed October 26, and in a 
hospital until able to make the trip 
home from France with 301st regi¬ 
ment. He is now in Camp Devens, 
but expects to be sent to a camp in 
Florida or California to remain un¬ 
til his recovery is complete. He is 
the son of Stephen Dugay of Mon¬ 
son, but enlisted from Maine. He 
was 16 months in the service and will 
, be 19 in April. 


School Superintendent’s Salary 

Frederick A. Wheeler, superinten¬ 
dent of schools, whose salary has 
been up for much critical discussion 
of late, costs the town of Monson 
$735 per annum. His gross salary 
as Superintendent of Monson-Brim- 
field School Union is $2,000, of which 
the State of Massachusetts pays 
$1200, Monson $525 and Brimfield 
$275. The State of Massachusetts has 
recently fixed the minimum salary 
of superintendents of school unions 
at $1800. When Supt. Wheeler de¬ 
ducted $300 expenses of traveling 
about at his work in his auto, 

his net salary was $1700, or less than 
the minimum. The Monson school 
committee therefore this year voted 
him $210 expense money, and Brim- 
field $90 for the same purpose. The 
Superintendent of Schools in Palmer 
is given $300 per year expenses and 
has less traveling between schools 
and on better jads. The Selectmen 
have an ex' .nse account when they 
travel and the Water Commissioners 
put in a bill for their expenses in 
addition to their salary. From a 
comparative standpoint alone the 
School Committee felt justified in in- 
• creasing the cost of the Superinten¬ 
dent of Schools to $735 of the town’s 
money. Another interesting feature 
of Monson school matters which is 
E not generally appreciated is that of 
’ the total annual budget the money 
which is expended wholly on the say 
of the committee without any provi- 
^ sion by law or the State Board of 
^ Education is less than $2000 per year. 
‘ The balance of some $24,000 is pro- 
e vided by law.

Consid¬ 
erable effort has been made to in¬ 
duce more of the Monson women to 
take interest in things polically and 
prepare for suffrage, which will un¬ 
doubtedly come, and rightly so.

General Foch, under whose splendid 
strategy our army in France Is proud 
to serve, is a "one thing at a time” 
man. When he gives an order it is an 
order to do one thing and one thing 
only—never to even think of two 
things. He Insists that this rule pro* 
vail in the army. 

New Surgical Battle Formation. 

The French Aid Society for Wound¬ 
ed Soldiers (Soclete Francaise de Se- 
eours aux Blesses Mllitaires) has de¬ 
vised a new type of surgical ambu¬ 
lance which meets the needs arising 
during active military operations. This 
ambulance can be advanced and 
moved back quickly, being essentially 
different from those in use for some 
months. Furthermore, it enables the 
surgeons to render speedy, immediate 
and complete service to patients with 
extensive wounds of the thorax, abdo¬ 
men or head. It consists of a number 
of large tents, one serving as a salle 
de triage, a second for local adminis¬ 
tration, another for preparing the 
wounded for operation, a fourth for 
radiography; an operating tent, con¬ 
nected with the sterilizer camion, 
which contains two autoclaves, and, 
finally, the hospitalization or ward 
tents. For transport, the whole out¬ 
fit is carried in two camions or trucks 
and two trailers. 


Velocity of Light. 

The velocity of light was obtained 
by the Danish astronomer Roemer in 
1676, by observing the eclipses of Jupi¬ 
ter’s moons. When the earth was 
nearest to Jupiter, the eclipse ap¬ 
peared about eight and one-half min¬ 
utes too soon for the calculations, and 
when the earth was most remote from 
Jupiter, they were about eight and one- 
half minutes too late. Roemer conclud¬ 
ed the reason to be that it required 17 
minutes for light from the planet to 
traverse the diameter of the earth’s 
orbit, which measured the difference 
of the distances of the earth from 
Jupiter. This calculation has since 
>een verified, and proves that light 
travels about 186,000 miles a second. 

Canadian Money Orders. 

Canadian money orders are issued 
on blanks of various denominations, 
each with the amount of money for 
which the order is issued printed on 
it! A lady living in Ontario, sending 
a bunch of 30-cent money orders to 
make up a remittance to a Boston firm, 
apologizes thus: “I apologize for all 
these post office orders. It seems that 
the local postmaster got in a stock six 
years ago, and the 30-cent orders were 
the slowest to sell. He has no others 
on hand now.”

Many years ago, when Professor 
Kneeland was leaving Iceland, the peo¬ 
ple said to him: “Tell Longfellow 

that we love him; tell him we read 
and rejoice in his poems; tell him that 
Iceland knows him by heart.” And, 
at about this same time, they were 
using in China a fan, which was most 
popular there, on account of the 
“Psalm of Life” being printed on it 
in Chinese.

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BRIMFIELD. 

Mrs. Fiske Writes From Paris 

Letters received in Brimfield from 
Mrs. Samuel A. Fiske tell of her safe 
arrival in Paris, where she is in the 
service of the American Y. Mrs. 
Fiske left N. Y. late in November and 
after a rough trip across arrived in 
Liverpool about the 12th of Decem¬ 
ber. The party rested in Liverpool a 
few days and she took advantage of 
the same to take in the sights of that 
city. She speaks of a little feeling 
between the English and American 
soldiers in England. Leaving Liver¬ 
pool the party arrived in London, 
and owing to the crowded condition 
of Paris were forced to spend some 
time there, the party being in London 
at the time of the reception given to 
Gen. Haig. Mrs. Fiske speaks of wit¬ 
nessing the ceremonies in front of 
the royal palace from a point of van¬ 
tage on Victoria monument, also see¬ 
ing the king, who addressed the 
throng from the balcony of the pal¬ 
ace. While in London Mrs. Fiske 
visited Westminster Abbey, St. Paul’s, 
also the National Art Gallery and 
other points of interest. On the 
journey from Liveyjool to London 
Mrs. Fiske speaks of the well-kept 
English countryside, the homes being 
well kept and appeared to be con¬ 
structed of stone ; she failed to see a 
single run-down looking place. The 
hotel accommodations in London 
were not of the best, cooking poor, 
no butter or sugar being served. The 
party left London Dec. 21st for 
Southampton, where they took the 
boat across the channel, arriving in 
Havre the next morning, where 
they all piled into a truck and were 
taken to a hotel for breakfast, leav¬ 
ing immediately afterwards for Paris. 
Upon their arrival in Paris the party 
were quartered in a hotel in Ver¬ 
sailles, and Mrs. Fiske speaks of the 
grand old residences in that charm¬ 
ing suburb of Paris. Later they were 
quartered in a Paris hotel, run under 
Y. M. C. A. auspices. Up to the first 
of the year Mrs. Fiske had not been 
assigned to duty, but was daily ex¬ 
pecting orders to that effect. 

School Superintendent’s Report 

In the annual school report by 
Superintendent Wheeler, especial at¬ 
tention is called to the service ren¬ 
dered to the community by the Hitch¬ 
cock Free Academy under the prin- 
cipalship of Principal Kenney, and 
alsofr to the prosperous year in the 
agricultural department conducted by 
John G. Glavin.

Glavin had an enrollment of 15 boys 
in the agricultural department, and 
their work has been of a high order 
of excellence. They have won many 
prizes at the various state fairs. A 
new course in this department, called 
the farm-shop course has been added, 
the object being to teach the boys 
how to repair their farm machinery 
and implements so that everything 
will be in order for the spring work. 
The metal side of the work is done at 
the blacksmith shop under the in¬ 
struction of Mr. Campbell; the wood¬ 
working is taught by Principal Ken¬ 
ney and Mr. Glavin in the manual 
training room.

The drawers are 
fitted with key locks, instead of the 
combination locks, on the other 
boxes. 


Suggestion That State Take It Over 
Because of Heavy Traffic 

There was a large gathering of 
business men and others in the rooms 
of the Palmer Busines| Club last Fri¬ 
day evening to consider the possi¬ 
bilities of the improvement of the 
surface of North Main street. Presi¬ 
dent George Ezekiel of the club pre¬ 
sided. 

There was a decidedly unanimous 
sentiment that the surface of the 
street is in very bad condition and 
that it is absolutely necessary that 
something be done in the way of 
improvement. It was also agreed 
that the only method of putting the 
street in condition to hold up under 
the heavy auto truck loads which 
it is constantly called upon to bear, 
is a costly'proposition. The estimate 
was from $30,000 to $40,000, and all 
believed that this was prohibitive if 
the project is to be undertaken by 
the town. It is certain however, that 
if the usual repairs only are made, 
the roadway will not remain long in 
good condition. 

Among a number of visitors pres¬ 
ent was President Wright of the 
Automobile Club of Springfield, and 
he was invited to speak. He gave 
some interesting information, and 
took the position that no lasting im¬ 
provement could be gained through 
the ordinary temporary repairs. 

Judge David F. Dillon proposed a 
plan much out of the ordinary, and 
as yet untried in any instance. He 
claimed that the building of trunk 
lines in towns and cities throughout 
the Commonwealth, and the keeping 
of them in repair for the traffic 
which is constantly growing heavier, 
is too great a burden for the towns 
and should be borne by the State. 
The greater part of the benefit of 
such lines are derived by persons 
outside the towns affected. His sug¬ 
gestion was that a committee be sent 
to the Legislature, asking that the 
town be relieved of the roadway in 
North Main street, which is a part 
of the through route between Spring- 
field and Boston. In answer to a 
suggestion that this was contrary to 
the State’s custom, Judge Dillon re¬ 
plied that rules made in the past do 
not always meet the conditions of 
the present day and It is time some 
of them are changed. It was voted 
to appoint such a committee, and 
George Ezekiel, C. S. Arms and D. L. 
Bodfish were named to attend the 
annual town meeting and ask the 
voters to send a committee before the 
Legislature to request that the State 
take over the North Main street 
problem. 

It was also voted to ask the com¬ 
mittee of 15 to recommend that an 
adequate sum of money to repair 
the road temporarily be granted at 
the coming town meeting. 


Local Car Owners to Organize to As¬ 
sist in Bettering Conditions 

At the meeting in the Palmer Busi¬ 
ness Club’s rooms last Friday even¬ 
ing to discuss the North Main street 
surface problem, President Wright of 
the Springfield Automobile Club sug¬ 
gested the organization of such a 
club in Palmer as capable of accom¬ 
plishing much good. A committee 
consisting of T. J. Moran, C. S. Arms, 
L. E. Royce, H. W. Holbrook, F. A. 
Upham, J. J. Conway and George 
Warfield was appointed to investi¬ 
gate. The committee went to Spring- 
field Tuesday evening as guests of 
the Springfield Automobile Club, and 
was royally entertained. Incidentally, 
the members gained much valuable 
information, among other things 
learning that the Springfield club is 
working on the North Wilbraham 
underpass proposition. The Boston 
and Albany Railroad wishes to make 
some changes there, and the Club has 
persuaded the County Commissioners 
to hold up permission until a survey 
of the conditions and a recommenda¬ 
tion as to improvement of the dan¬ 
gerous situation there can be worked 
out. The Palmer visitors were in¬ 
vited to join in the effort, which 
they were glad to do. Another meet¬ 
ing of interest to automobile owners 
will be held some time next week for 
organization.

Brief regulations for the informa- f ( 
tion of the public regarding the n 
Visiting Nurse service have been <j 
formulated, as follows: e 

The working hours of the visiting c 
nurse are from 8.30 a. m. to 5 p. m. t 
Office hours (except Sundays and t 
holidays) are until 8.30 a. m., 12.30 to s 
1.30 p. m., 6 to 7 p. m. Calls received c 
after 8.30 a. m. are not made until 
the afternoon; calls received after t 
li30 p. m. are not made until the next ( 
forenoon except in accident, emer- ( 
gency and maternity cases. No Sun- c 
day or holiday work except in cases J 
of serious illness or where no other * 
nursing service is available. The 1 
nurse is entitled to one afternoon a 1 
week off duty. If the nurse is not in 1 
the office calliers should leave a < 
message; if there is no response from : 
the office a message may be left with 
the central telephone office. Only 
instructive visits are made in con¬ 
tagious diseases—measles, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, small-pox, erysipelas, 
ophthalmia, neonatorum and venereal 
diseases—during the infective stage. 
No night service except in maternity 
work when transportation is furnish¬ 
ed by the attending physician. The 
fee for nursing visits is from five to 
fifty cents, where patients are able 
to pay, but free service is given to 
anyone needing it. A fee of $5 is 
charged for maternity service, which 
' includes prenatal visits, attendance 
with the physician at delivery, and 
l eight subsequent visits. All Metro- 
t politan industrial policy holders are 
7 entitled to the services of the nurse 

• free of charge, according to the rules

SELLING A BOND 
BLOCKS PEACE 


Each Holder Who Drops His 
Liberty Loan Sets Up a New 
Obstacle to the Government. 

Liberty Bonds, the bonds of the 
United States which will be forever 
famous because of the way in which 
they won the war for us, are today 
most important in what they will do 
toward establishing peace. 

They stand as a great monument of 
the support given by the people to the 
Government in time of a crisis. 

Everyone who shares in the building 
of this monument should do his best 
to keep it unimpaired, unmarred, the 
tower of strength to the nation. It is 
injured when a bond holder sells his 
liberty bond for a slight or negative 
reason. 

The Government has kept faith on 
the bonds with the people. It was 
stated that there should be an op¬ 
portunity to dispose of bonds if it was 
absolutely necessary for holders to 
get the money, and an open market 
on the stock exchanges has been main¬ 
tained for this purpose. 

It was possible that the Government 
might have followed the example of 
Canada and directed that the market 
should be closed, that bonds once 
bought must be kept until they were 
due. 

There was no contract to supply a 
market, but the promise was implied 
in the offerings and the faith has been 
*»pt.

urj^ncy, is not meeting the Govern¬ 
ment squarely. 

Each time a bond was sold it made 
it harder to finance the war. Bach 
time a bond is sold now it sets up one 
more obstacle in meeting the obliga¬ 
tions growing out of peace. 

Each time a bond is sold now, ex¬ 
cept in urgency, its seller disregards 
the financial history of war bonds for 
three centuries. In all this time, with 
the coming of peace, they have surely, 
steadily, advanced, yielding a substan¬ 
tial premium to those who kept them 
and each holder has made substantial 
profits on his investm ent .

One of the “Fighting Fourth” 

Wesley Smith, One of Famous Divi¬ 
sion, Writes From Germany 

Wesley A. Smith, a private in Co. 
H. of the 58th Infantry, in the 
“Fighting Fourth” Division, now 
with the Army of Occupation in 
France, wrote his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Otto Smith of the Thorndike 
road, January 3d from Coblenz, in 
Germany, as follows : 

“Coblenz is a nice place. The 
streets are hardly wide enough for 
two teams. There are no sidewalks 
in some of the streets. Candy is very 
scarce; in fact, I haven’t seen any. 
Rabbits are very plentiful. Can see 
them in the open fields in bunches; 
they weigh from 10 to 12 pounds. 
Killed one with a stone. Saw a deer 
which I could have hit with a stone, 
it was so close. I have not seen any 
of the Palmer boys since I came 
overseas. I expect to get back in the 
spring. The winter here is fine, so 
I can live out of doors.” 

Private Smith left Camp Devens 
as a member of the 76th Division, Co. 
F, 301st Infantry, but was trans¬ 
ferred and has seen much fighting. 
He has gained in weight and is in 
good health. Before being drafted 
he was employed in the Wright Wire 
Mill. 

Private Smith sent home the fol¬ 
lowing lines anent the division he is 
now in : 

The Fighting Fourth Division 
You. can talk about your Rainbow, Sunset, 
and Keystone divisions too, 

But I would like to introduce the Fighting 
Fourth to you. 

You’ll find every state in the Union, and 
every nation represented there,- 
And when it comes to scrapping, the Fight¬ 
ing Fourth’s a bear. 

We were in the drive at Chezy, Chateau 
Thierry, and down on Vesle too. 

And in the Bois-de-Argonne we cut our way 
right through. 

And when the Kaiser heard of them he pulled 
his hair and cursed. 

And sent up ten divisions to stop their gal¬ 
lant rush. 

But his efforts they were useless, and his 
struggles were in vain. 

For the Fighting Fourth was ready and 
drove them back again. 

Our Infantry was fearless and kept them 
on the run.

Doctor Fighting Influenza Explains 

How Curative Serum Went From 
Patient to Patient. 

The prevalence of influenza and 
pneumonia with their high death rate 
makes it imperative to resort to heroic 
methods of treatment rather than to 
follow the accepted ones only. The 
lack of serum or other specific remedy 
for influenza, writes Dr. Charles It. 1 
Humbert in the Medical Record, to¬ 
gether with the inability to obtain ] 
antipneumococcus serum forced me to 
use convalescent serum. 

The Endless Chain.—It Is a well- 
known fact that persons convalescing 
from pneumonia have anti-bodies in 
their blood streams. As soon as the 
patients’ condition permits, therefore, 
they are bled as much and as frequent¬ 
ly as possible. 

Serum is prepared and treated, and 
Is placed in stock. When another pa¬ 
tient comes In with pneumonia, treat- j 
ment is begun. When convalescence 
sets in the above procedure is repeat¬ 
ed. It is a case of one gives serum to 
hwo, two gives serum to three and so 
on, the procedure becoming endless. 

Censor's Office Boy. 

It must be the censor’s office boy 
who Is responsible for some of the va¬ 
garies of the blue pencil. Not long ago 
some patriotic soul quoted Kipling’s 
line from the “Recessional,” “The cap¬ 
tains and the kings depart.”

RIFLE THA T BOON E CARRIED 

Old-Fashioned Flint Lock Said to Hava 
Been Brought to Wisconsin 
Town by Southerner. 

Daniel Boone’s rifle, a genuine old- 
fashioned flint lock, carried by Boone 
on many a perilous trip in the dark 
and bloody hunting ground of Ken¬ 
tucky and on his famous Indian hunt¬ 
ing expeditions, was recently brought 
into a hardware store In a small town 
in southwestern Wisconsin for much 
needed repairs. It is now the prop¬ 
erty of a Mr. Rafter, formerly of Mis¬ 
sissippi, who recently traded his 2,300 
acre plantation for Wisconsin property 
and has moved his effects north. The 
rifle was given him by a doctor, to 
whom it had been given by an aged 
hermit living In the mountains of Ten- 


The rifle is a formidable affair, a 
real “long rifle,” one of the type that 
gave the nickname of the “long rifles” 
to our western frontiersmen. It has 
a barrel 46 inches long, is 45 caliber, 
a flint lock with a patchbox of in¬ 
laid silver, and weighs ten pounds. 
The end ot the butt Is set with a wild 
boar’s tusk, and has the double or set 
trigger. On the side of the stock are 
carved with a jackknife the words, 
“Boon’s Tru Fren,” on the walnut 
stock the initials D. B. and five most 
significant and sinister notches, each 
notch standing for “one good Injun.” 
At the lower end of the stock is a long 
and deeply cut gash said to have been 
cut by an Indian tomahawk thrown at 
Boone. What happened to the Indian 
Is not recorded. 

The rifle, badly broken in shipment, 
has been repaired and Is now on ex¬ 
hibition.—Exchange.

Western Samoa. 

German Samoa or Western Samoa, 
as it is called since September, 1914. 
when British occupation took place, 
comprises the islands of Savaii and 
Opolu with the town of Apia as the 
head of the political and commercial 
life.

This will not 
interfere with opening and closing of 
door, and will save steps in running 
back to get another match.

He has a paper of r < 
citation given to the individual mem- tl 
bers when the regiment was cited as 
a whole. He was never wounded, but 
was twice gassed, although not seri- a 
ously enough to be removed to a g 
base hospital. He had a hair-breadth 
escape from st bursting shell, whose 
explosion covered his sergeant and c 
himself beneath dirt and mud. \ 

Mr. Gray had three brothers in the l 
war, concerning whose fate, with 
the exception of one, he is ignorant. < 
This one, Peter Gray, was killed at 
Chateau Thierry and was buried 1 
near the original burial place of 1 
Quentin Roosevelt. This was in an 
unfavorable spot in a valley, and 
members of the 55th removed the , 
remains of Lieut. Roosevelt to a 
higher place on the hillside which 
had been levelled for a burial spot 
Mr. Gray was told that a grave 
marked “Peter Gray” was in the 
same hollow, which was exposed to 
the wash of the hillside. Mr. Gray’s 
friendly sergeant took charge of the 
removal of his brother’s body, which 
he was able to identify, and it now 
rests about two feet from the grave 
of Lieut/Roosevelt. Mr. Gray had 
, the privilege of enclosing the grave 
with wire in the same way that the 
Roosevelt grave is enclosed. 

Probably the American people have 
not realized how their patriotism at 
home has so quickly inspired the 
boys overseas. Mr. Gray tells how a 
companion, Napoleon DuHammel of 
Southbridge, brought to him one day 
the paper, “The Stars and Stripes,” 
and showed him an item how Brim- 
field had gone over the top in the 
Second Liberty Loan. This was be¬ 
fore he had heard about it by let¬ 
ters. “How proud of Brimfield I 
ins was”! said Mr. Gray, “and I posted 
the item on the bulletin board so 
that others of the regiment might 
know about patriotic Brimfield, that 
nuch i itt ] e town remote among the New 
cost Eng i an d hills.”

WHEN RAILROADS WERE NEW J 

- c 

Engineers In Charge of Construction 
Work Had Ideas That Now 8eem t 
a Little Peculiar. i 

Light on strange ideas of pioneer , 
railroad builders was thrown by Ed- j 
ward S. Jouett, general solicitor of , 
the L. A N., ln a talk before the Ro- , 
tary club at Louisville. 

“The Lexington-Frankfort line," said 
he, “was built with longitudinal stone 
sills chpped with a strip of iron, and 
the numerous curves, which you have 
all noted, are said to have been pur¬ 
posely Introduced upon the theory that 
they were an advantage ln enabling 
the conductor the more easily to see 
the rear of his train. The coaches 
were two-story affairs—women and 
children below and men above—and 
the motive power was mules to the 
top of the hill above Frankfort. The 
train was let down the hill into the 
city upon an incline operated by a 
stationary engine. 

“You may be Interested, In passing, 

1 to learn that with the exception of a 
| few miles near New Orleans, which 
antedated it about a week, this line 
, from Lexington to Frankfort ls the I 
, oldest railroad in the United States 
south of the Ohio and west of the 
Alleghenies. It was chartered in 1830 

_very early in railroad history, when 

i* we remember that the first railroad 
r i n the United States was built in 1826, 
" an d the first locomotive engine was 
e operated ln 1829.” 


Health and Height Count. 

Every flying man in the United 
States air service has to undergo a 
strict medical test periodically In or¬ 
der that he may be classified ln one of 
four grades. “AA” men are the few 
who can stand air work at altitudes 
above 20,000 feet. “A” men can stand 
the strain between 15,000 and 20,000 
feet, while the “B” class consists of 
pilots for duties between 8,000 and 
15,000 feet, and the “C” group Includes 
all airmen fit only for service between 
ground level and 8,000 feet. It has 
been found that airmen of most robust 
physique cannot stand the sudden 
changes of air pressure entailed by 
diving and rapid climbing for any 
length of time. Hence the frequent 
medical examinations, carried out by 
experts who have drawn up a care¬ 
fully calculated standard of efficiency.

The Journal prints to-day a list of 
the 334 men credited to the Town of 
Palmer as serving in the World war. 

No attempt is made to place them 
in the several villages of the town, 
for various reasons. First, there is 
absolutely no record of the exact 
residence of some of the men; even 
the Draft Board does not know to 
which village they belong; they are 
simply credited to the town of Pal¬ 
mer, and there is no more definite in¬ 
formation. Then, some of the men 
are claimed by mora than one vil¬ 
lage. They may have lived mid¬ 
way between, or they may have 
worked in one and boarded in the 
other, or there is some similar rea¬ 
son for the dual claim. For equally 
good reasons no attempt is made to 
give the classification or present reg¬ 
imental affiliation. The men are be¬ 
ing shifted all the time, and may be¬ 
long to one company to-day and to 
another to-morrow. One Palmer man 
who has never left Camp Devens has 
been in seven regiments since going 
there. 

The list is believed to be as nearly 
correct however, as it is possible to 
make one, and as such is printed. If 
there are any omissions The Journal 
will be glad to be supplied with the 
missing names and will gladly make 
the necessary correction.

Brief Definition of Man to Whom 
Many Will Claim the World 
Owes Its Salvation. 

An humble man who, one July after¬ 
noon in 1914, left at two hours’ notice 
hl& Parisian shop or workshop, or his 
ripe wheat fields or his ripening vines, 
for a military depot he had never- lik¬ 
ed, and had managed to tolerate only 
because soldiering and all things sol¬ 
dierly are likable to the Frenchman 
and take on halo In his Imagination, 
was packed to the Belgian frontier; 
made the acquaintance of danger un¬ 
der all its forms; fought, hungered— 
hungered and thirsted—for days; 
knew the trenches when they were In 
their crudest novelty and worse than 
the badger’s hole; got wounded and 
lay for hours, sometimes days, where 
he had fallen, or crawled miles to a 
hurried surgeon and to the torturing 
goods trucks pompously labeled san¬ 
itary trains; got well and went back 
to the depot, and then back to the 
front and to fighting or being shelled; 
and so on during the four years, with 


the ever disappointing certainty that 
“next winter must be the last," or 
that Imminent coming in of this or 
that nation must bring the end. 

Aviator's Heart Enlarged. 

Doctors Etienne and Lamy of Nancy, 
France, have conducted a series of 
X-ray examinations of the hearts of 
aviators and have found evidence of 
considerable enlargement. The heart 
enlargement sets In early In the fly¬ 
ing man’s career, being noticeable 
after five months of experience In 
the air. The degree of enlargement 
Is roughly proportioned to the height 
at which the aviator is accustomed 
to fly, so that simple examination of 
the X-ray plate suffices to determine 
a man’s branch of flying service; 
whether he is doing chasing and 
bombing work at high altitudes, or Is 
engaged at harrying infantry, etc., at 
comparatively low altitudes. 

The enlargement seems to be sym¬ 
metrical, and it does not appear to In¬ 
volve serious trouble. It is due to 
the heart’s adapting itself to the ex¬ 
tra work put upon lt by changes In 
the blood circulation because of the 
varying conditions in the atmosphere 
through which the aviator flies and 
to the general happenings incident to 
aviation. 

Worthy Son of Nippon. 

One of the first Japanese settlers in 
California was Kanae Nagasawa, the 
present owner of one of the largest 
wineries in the state. In 1865 the then 
young Nagasawa was sent to Scotland 
for education, by the prince of Sat- 
suma. While In Edinburgh he was 
befriended by a Mr. Harris, founder of 
a certain religious faith of high Ideal¬ 
ism. In 1868 Harris came to the 
United States to found an ideal col¬ 
ony, and Nagasawa accompanied him 
to New York, where he stayed for 
over ten years. When Harris estab¬ 
lished a colony In Santa Rosa In 1880 
Nagasawa was hls confidant and fel¬ 
low pioneer. By hls zeal and Industry 
he converted the wilderness Into a vine¬ 
yard and today hls wines command the 
highest prices In the markets of Lon¬ 
don and Paris.

In¬ 
dustry and commerce and the social 
conditions, which are in a large de¬ 
gree depending upon them, must be 
regarded from the point of view of the 
individual member of society, and if 
they cramp the life of the individual, 
no amount of economic argument will 
suffice to justify them.

RABBIT SKIN FOR LEATHER 

Possibility That Tanning Process Has 
Been Discovered That Will 
Solve Big Problem. 

At present In Annonay, France, an 
earnest effort Is being made to intro¬ 
duce rabbit skin leather in shoe mak¬ 
ing. Annonay is in the valley of the 
Rhone, Just south of Lyons. It was 
tfyere, about 75 years ago, that a chem¬ 
ist devised a tanning process in which 
the hair was removed from the pplt 
of a rabbit without damage to the 
skin. Previously no one had been able 
to remove the hair without injuring 


the pelt. 

The chemist had his process tried 
out for a short time, but it did not 
prove to be a commercial success and 
the rabbit-skin shoe came to be only 
a memory. Less than ten years ago 
some Germans got hold of the old < 
chemist’s formula and began to manu¬ 
facture rabbit leather. 

At one of the industrial expositions 
in Germany In 1909 there was a display ] 
of 250 styles of shoes made of rabbit 
skins. The exhibition won first prize 
in the department of footwear. Now 
the French have taken up the work of 
the old chemist of Annonay and are 
manufacturing shoes out of rabbit 
pelts.

For two weeks the travelers had to 
face a bitterly cold northeast wind, 
and the faces of all were continuously 
frozen. The heaviest task of all was 
the journey over the winter’s un¬ 
broken snow to Fort Yukon. On this 
inland trip Stefansson and his party 
were encountered and escorted to Fort 
Yukon, where Stefansson, who was 
seriously ill. received medical at¬ 
tention.

Experiments 
In Instantaneous photography prove 
that the shot not only spread out, 
cometlike, as they fly, but they string 
out, one behind another at a much 
greater distance than they spread. 

Thus, with a cylinder gun, when the 
shot of a charge reaches a target that 
is 40 yards away, the last shot is lag¬ 
ging full ten yards behind. Even a 
chokebore gun shot will lag behind 
eight yards in 40. This accounts for 
the wide swath that Is mowed in a 
flock of ducks ott which a change of 
shot falls Just rigffc. About 5 per cent 
only of the shot, according to the most 
reliable deductions from experiments, 
arrive simultaneously at the target 
aimed at, the others lagging In the 
ratio named above.

In Order to Be Helpful to Public, j 
Internal Revenue Bureau 
Has Every Available 
Officer in Field. 

SEVERE PENALTIES IF YOU 
DELAY BEYOND MARCH 15 


With the due date for Income Taxes 
only a few weeks away, the collection 
of this far-reaching tax on 1918 in- v 
comes has started off with a bang, b 
Everybody is figuring Income tax. it 

Payments and sworn statements of t 1 
Income must reach Internal Revenue e 
offices on or before March 15, and there h 
are severe penalties for delinquency. 

Residents of Massachusetts are re- v 
■quired to make their returns and pay y 
their taxes to John F. Malley, Collec- r 
tor ol Internal Revenue, Boston, Mass., c 
or to any ot his deputy collectors who 
are now doing free advisory work on 
Income Tax. 

“Pay your Income Tax t>y March i 
15,” is the slogan of the Internal Reve- t 
nue Bureau, which has sent every g 
available officer into the field to help t 
the public to understand the require- f 
xnents and to prepare the returns. j 

Who Must Make Return. 

It is estimated that many thousands 
•of single and married persons in this | 
section of the United States who have 
never before made annual returns are 
required to do so this year. 

Income tax returns must be made 
between now and March 15 by persons 
who come under the following classifi¬ 
cations: . 10 ,0 

Any unmarried person whose 1918 
net Income was $1,000 or over. Wid¬ 
ows and widowers, divorcees and mar¬ 
ried persons who are living apart from 
their husbands or wives, are for the 
purposes of the Income Tax classed 
as unmarried. 

Any married person living with wife 
or husband whose 1918 net income was 
$2,000 or over. The Income of both 
husband and wife must be considered, 
together with the earnings of minor 
children, if any. 

Revenue Bureau Offers Aid. 

Each person in the United States 
•who is in either of these classifications 
must get busy at once if penalties are 
to be avoided. He should secure a 
blank Form 1040 A for reporting net 
income up to $5,000, or Form 1040 if | 
his net income exceeded that amount. 
Forms are being distributed by Collec¬ 
tors and their Deputies, also by banks. 
By following the instructions on the 
forms a correct return can be prepared 
at home. If a person needs advice or 
aid, the Deputy Collectors in the field 
will furnish this without charge. 

The new Revenue law places the In¬ 
come Tax duty on citizens and resi¬ 
dents. The Internal Revenue Bureau 
is sending its men to work right with 
the public to get the tax and the re¬ 
turns In. With active co-operation, 
every tax due March 15 will be paid 
and every return required by law will 
be in the Revenue offices on time.

Exemptions Allowed. 

A single person is allowed a personal 
exemption of $1,000. If he is support¬ 
ing in his household relatives who are 
dependent upon him, he may claim the 
status of the head of a family who has 
the same exemption as if married. 

A married person, who lives with 
wife or husband, is allowed a personal 
exemption of $2,000. The head of a 
family is entitled to claim a similar 
personal exemption. 

An additional exemption of $200 is 
allowed for each person under eighteen 
or incapable of self support, who was 
dependent upon and received his chief j

If they make sep¬ 
arate returns, the exemption may be 
claimed by either or divided. 

Accuracy Required. 

Absolute accuracy is necessary in 
making up income figures. Any per¬ 
son who is working for wages should 
find out exactly how much he received 
during the whole year 1918. Fees, 
bank interest, bond interest, dividends, 
rents received, and all other items 
must be reported correctly. Mere 
guqsses are not accepted, for they are 
unjust alike to the taxpayer ai.d the 
Government, and defeat the proper ad¬ 
ministration of the law.

MUST INCREASE 
FOODJXPORTS 

America Called on by End of 
War to Supply Added 
Millions. 

ECONOMY STILL NEEDED. 

Over Three Times Pre-War Shipments 
Required—Situation In Wheat and 
Fats Proves Government's 
Policy Sound. 


“I did not, and I thank you,” re¬ 
sponded Elsie, quite fluttering over 
the strange cli’cumstance. {Then when 
she got home she deemed it right to 
inform Alden of the incident. He 
went back to the room held so sacred 
in his memory where Bennie had 
found the coin.

With the guns in Europe silenced, ‘ 
we have now to consider a new world 
food situation. But there can be no 
hope that the volume of our exports 
can be lightened to the slightest de¬ 
gree with the cessation of hostilities. 
Millions of people liberated from the 
Prussian yoke are now depending 
upon us for the food which will keep 
them from starvation. 

With food the United States made 
It possible for the forces of democ¬ 
racy to hold out to victory. To insure 
democracy in the world, we must con¬ 
tinue to live simply In order that we 
may supply these liberated nations of 
Europe with food. Hunger among a 
people inevitably breeds anarchy. 
American food must complete the work 
of making the world safe for democ¬ 
racy. 

Last year we sent 11,820,000 tons of 
food to Europe. For the present year, 
with only the European Allies to feed, 
we had originally pledged ourselves to 
a program that would have Increased 
our exports to 17,500,000 tons. Now, 
to feed the liberated nations, we will 
have to export a total of not less than 
[ 20,000,000 toas—practically the limit 
! of loading capacity at our ports. Re- 
r viewing the world food situation, we 
find that some foods will be obtainable 
- In quantities sufficient to meet all 
r world needs under a regime of eco- 
j nomical consumption. On the other 
a hand, there will be marked world 
e shortages in some important commodi- 
d ties. 


Return to Normal Bread Loaf. 

With the enlarged wheat crops 
which American farmers have grown, 
and the supplies of Australia, the Ar¬ 
gentine and other markets now acces¬ 
sible to shipping, there are bread 
grains enough to enable the nations to 
return to their normal wheat loaf, 
provided we continue to mill flour at 
a high percentage of extraction and 
maintain economy in eating and the 
avoidance of waste. 

In fats there will be a heavy short- 
Qge _ about 3,000,000,000 pounds — in 
pork products, dairy products and 
vegetable oils. While there will be a 
shortage of about three million tons 
in rich protein fe^ls for dairy ani¬ 
mals, there will be sufficient supplies 
of other feedstuffs to allow economical 
consumption. 

In the matter of beef, the world’s 
supplies are limited to the capacity of 
the available refrigerating ships. Tb» 


supplies of beef in Australia, the Ar- II 
gentine and the United States are suf- 1 
ftcient to load these ships. There will ■ 
be a shortage in the importing coun¬ 
tries, but we cannot hope to expand 
exports materially for the next months 
in view of the bottle neck in trans¬ 
portation. 

We will have a sufficient supply of ip] 
sugar to allow normal consumption In 
this country If the other nations re¬ 
tain their present short rations or in¬ 
crease them only slightly. For the 
countries of Europe, however, to In¬ 
crease their present rations to a ma¬ 
terial extent will necessitate our shar- al 
lng a part of our own supplies with v 
them. 

Twenty Million Tons of Food. b 

Of the world total, North America T 
will furnish more than 60 per cent. “

Sergeant Earl Taylor of the British 
Army, and his father, Simeon Taylor, 
of Hartford, Vt., are visiting Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank J. Entwistle of Oak 
street.

Be 
ing of English parentage he early 
answered Great Britian’s call to serv¬ 
ice, tnlisting from Montreal in 1915. 
He spent some time training in Eng¬ 
land, and then saw nine months hard 
service on the Western front. His 
particular Canadian regiment suf¬ 
fered heavy losses and were ordered 
back to Canada. In order to remain 
at the front Taylor was transferred 
at his own request to a Scottish 
regiment. In May, 1916, he was as¬ 
signed to an advanced listening post 
in No Man’s Land one evening, and 
there seven Bosches took him prison¬ 
er. He had varied experiences in 
German prison camps and was trans¬ 
ferred several times.

The last 
year of the war he fared better, 
finaly being stationed in a camp 
with a group of English sergeants.

NATURAL QUESTION. 


The contribution made by the pro¬ 
ducers of this country to the war pro¬ 
gram as applying particularly to ani¬ 
mal food products is illustrated by the 
following: 

Reports compiled by the U. S. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture indicate an 
increase in cattle of 10,238,000 head 
and 12,441,000 hogs. These figures 
were compiled to January 1 last. 

In this period there was a decrease 
in sheep of 819,000 head. The indica¬ 
tions are that this decrease will show 
an Increase, according to recent re¬ 
ports. 

Since January 1 unofficial informa¬ 
tion indicates an increase in hogs of 
not less than 8 per cent, and not 
more than 15 per cent, as compared 
with one year ago, with an increase in 
the average weight. 

Following the request of the U. S. 
Food Administration for an increase 
in hog production for marketing In the 
fall of 1918 and the spring of 1919 the 
increase may yield not less than 1,600,- 
000,000 pounds more of pork products 
than were available last year. With¬ 
out this increase the shipping program 
arranged by Mr. Hoover regarding an¬ 
imal food products would have been 
impossible. 

The dressed hog products during the 
three months ending September 30, 
1917, amounted to 903,172,000 pounds, 
while for the corresponding months of 
1918 the dressed hog products totaled 
1,277,589,000, an increase of over 374,- 
000,000 pounds for the quarter. 

During the same period for 1917 the 
records of inspected slaughter of 
dressed beef showed 1,263,000,000 
pounds as against 1,454,000,000 pounds 
for the three month period ending 
September 1, this year.

The fact that the people of the 
United States were able to reduce by 
more than one-half million tons their 
July, August, September and October 
consumption of sugar proves conclu¬ 
sively that their war conscience was 
thoroughly awakened and that the 
country as a whole stood ready to fol¬ 
low the injunctions of the Government. 

Our normal consumption of sugar in 
the four-month period beginning with 
July has been 400,000 tons per month, 
a total of 1,600,000 for the quarter 
year. 

In July, when our sugar stringency 
began to reach its height, consumption 
was reduced to 260,000 tons. In Au¬ 
gust only 325,000 tons went into dis¬ 
tribution and in September only 279,- 
000 tons. In October the distribution 
fell to 230,000 tons. 

If the general public had failed to 
observe the injunctions of the Food 
Administration this country would 
have been in the throes of a sugar 
famine before the end of August. Our 
visible supplies were so low as to bring 
great anxiety to those familiar with 
the sugar situation. They feared that 


crop the only limitation upon Ameri¬ 
can exports to Europe has been the 
shortage of shipping. Between July 1 
and October 10 we shipped 65,980,305 
bushels. If this rate should continue 
until the end of the fiscal year we will 
have furnished the Allies with more 
than 237,500,000 bushels of wheat and 
flour in terms of wheat. 

The result of increased production 
and conservation efforts in the United 
States has been that with the cessa¬ 
tion of hostilities we are able to re¬ 
turn to a normal wheat diet. Supplies 
that have accuimilated in Australia, 
Argentine and other hitherto inacces¬ 
sible markets may be tapped by ships 
released from transport service, and 
European demand fdr American wheat 
probably will not exceed our normal 
surplus.

The report of the treasurer showed 
receipts for the year of $10,952.51 and 
expenditures of $10,941.28, leaving a 
balance of $11.28 in the treasury. Of 
the receipts $8482.42 was credited to 
the patient account and $2460.30 was 
contributed by friends of the institu¬ 
tion. 

The report of the superintendent

swaying plumelike leaves of the slen¬ 
der palm and coconut trees rearing 
their tall, proud heads above It.

In 
one corner squats a man, his back 
probably turned to the weavers, his 
eyes dreamily gazing into space or 
quite shut, droning: “Three magent, 
two green, five blue, one orange,” and 
so on. His sleepy sing-song sounds, 
to one unfamiliar with his language, 
like the babbling of one talking in 
his sleep, or like muttered prayers. 
But he is neither dreaming nor per¬ 
forming his devotions. He is dictating 
to the boys at the loom the colors of 
the thread that each respective work¬ 
er is to twist about the particular 
strand on which he is working. The 
lads obey his commands as mechan¬ 
ically as if they were automatons. 
None of them knows aught of the 
scheme of the carpet, nor Is any of 
them conscious of the progress that 
is being worked out on the other side 
of the carpet from that on which the 
weavers gaze. 


'Man Who Has Studied Subject As¬ 
serts He Can Tell Different 
Species by the Notes. 


The first vertebrate creatures to 
succeed in producing vocal sounds 
were the amphibians, and, although 
there has been little variety In their 
individual repertories through the 
ages, they have diligently cultivated 
their powers. Dr. Frank Overton, in 
an account of the frogs and the toads 
of Long Island, describes their dis¬ 
tinctive calls and songs. The common 
toad of Long Island has “a combina¬ 
tion of a low whistle and a moan”; 
the common toad of the mainland ut¬ 
ters “a sweet, thrilling whistle”; the 
spadefoot makes a squawk “like the 
groan of a deep-voiced man who Is 
having his tooth pulled”; the chorus 
of the cricket frog “heard at a dis¬ 
tance sounds like jingling of small 
sleigh bells,” and close by “like the 
rattle of small pebbles poured upon a 
•cement pavement.” The common tree 
frog utters a loud, musical trill, and 
now and then a note “exactly like the 
sound make by a hen turkey, that is 
calling to her mates.” The spring 
“peeper” whistles shrilly; the leopard 
frog says “croak” very slowly, “in an 
extremely low-pitched bass voice”; 
the pickerel frog makes a soft sound 
like “a gentle musical snore”; the 
wood frogs heard at a distance “sound 
like a flock of barnyard ducks cluck¬ 
ing, not quacking”; the note of the 
green frog “resembles that made by 
plucking a string on a harp or a bass 
violin.” The bullfrog has a voice that 
in volume corresponds to the size of 
his body, which is more than eight 
inches long. “The sound resembles the 
bellowing of a bull.” Doctor Overton 
can pick out the species by their 
voices and the notes.—Youth’s Com¬ 
panion.

and we have magazines and a Vic- 
trola in our barracks. The Y. M. C. A. 
is over here, but they aren’t very 
popular with the boys here. They 
sell candy, etc., at prices which 
astound us. Manufacturers in the 
U. S. are not the only ones who are 
profiteering on the soldiers. The 
Canadian troops here have a canteen 
where we get good American candy, 
jam, smokes, gum, etc., at reason¬ 
able rates. When we first reached 
here prices in the city were reason¬ 
able, and the American dollar was 
worth 10 roubles; but now it varies 
j from 6 to 9.50, and prices have 
jumped to the moon. I don’t even 
go up town any more. It is two 
miles or more and the little abbre¬ 
viated trolley car runs only every 
once in a while, and then it is too 


crowded for comfort. 

“We are all pretty tired of the 
city and of the marking time which 
we are doing. The boys from France 
are fast coming home, but I guess 
we'll stay here till spring, and maybe 
till summer. I am assembling quite 
a collection of photos of the land 
here and of our fellows, and I may 
have them made up into slides for 
lecture work on my return. 

“They tell us that Siberia is the 
land of promise, and from it will 
come the greatest amount of natural 
resources in years to come. There 
is great opportunity for a young fel¬ 
low who understands the language 
to represent American interests here, 
but I want to see the good old U. S. 
for a while longer first. If I ever 
do get back PH tell you all about it.”

Serg. Ritchie Had Six Months’ 
Active Work at Front 


HAS BEEN IN REGULARS FOUR YEARS 


On Mexican Border, at Galveston, 
and in France With Co. D, 
Fifth Engineers 

Sergeant John Ritchie, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. David Ritchie of Three 
Rivers, has returned to the States 
after more than six months’ active 
service in France. Sergeant Ritchie 
is a member of Co. D, 5th Engineers, 
Regular Army, and is now at Camp 
Humphrey, Virginia, having been 
sent there shortly after he landed on 
this side. 


A letter received by his mother, 



written just before he had left Camp 
Mills for the South, states that he 
had come over with the 5th Engin¬ 
eers on board the President’s ship, 
the George Washington, and was sur¬ 
prised to find it so warm in the 
States as it was so cold when they 
left France. He stated that he was 
very glad to get back to the U. S. A. 
after going through what they did 
in France. He also stated that he 
did not expect to get home for some 
time, as his company was to be sent 
South, where they had a great deal 
of work to do which would keep 
them going for some time to come. 
Furthermore, he stated that he will 
be a “happy guy” when he is given 
his discharge papers, and will be 
glad when he can come back home. 

Sergeant John Ritchie has served 
more than four years in the Regulars, 
having enlisted in the early part of 
1915. He was first sent to Fort Slo¬ 
cum, where he was placed in Co. E, 
2d Engineers. After several months 
of training there he was sent to Gal¬ 
veston, Texas, and was there at the 
time of the great flood in October, 
1915. The Ritchie family have numer¬ 
ous photographs taken in Galveston 
after the flood, showing the great 
destruction done. The barracks which 
were occupied by Serg. Ritchie’s 
company were completely demolished 
and he nearly lost his life, as they 
were up to their necks in water be¬ 
fore they could get out. All posses¬ 
sions of the company members were 
lost. Ships in Galveston bay were 
carried by the flood over the twelve- 
foot wall, built to keep back the tide, 
and were wrecked on. the shores. 
After the flood the troops in Galves¬ 
ton were used in guarding the bodies 
and wrecked houses from the thiev¬ 
ing negroes and Mexicans. 

During his stay at Galveston Serg. 
Ritchie’s company was captained by 
the son of former President U. S. 
Grant. 

After leaving Galveston his com¬ 
pany was sent to Camp Levenworth, 
Kansas, where he was stationed for 
several months. He was next sent to 
Camp Sam Houston, Texas, where 
he was stationed until March 12, 1916, 
when his company was ordered to 
the Mexican border. The company 
left Sam Houston on the 12th, travel¬ 
ing by rail to Columbus, New Mexico, 
where they arrived March 14th and 
then went to Mexico. There the 
Regulars were engaged in building 
roads, buildings and truck roads. A 
truck road was built between Colum¬ 
bus, New Mexico, and El Valle, 
Mexico. While they were at the 


Mad Dog Killed at Ware 

Animal Attacks Patrolman, Who 
Killed It at Sixth Shot 

Patrolman William O’Connell of 
Ware had an exciting time Monday 
night in endeavoring to kill a dog 
which was supposed to be mad and 
had created a big scare in and about 
Morse avenue. The officer got word 
between 10 and 11 o’clock that the 
owner wished the animal shot. He 
went to the place and found that the 
owner had tied the dog—a large col¬ 
lie—to a tree, after which he left, 
as he did not wish to see the exe¬ 
cution of the animal. When the 
owner left the dog made such frantic 
efforts to get free that the officer 
could not get a good aim, and his 
first shot evidently only wounded 
the animal.

Mexican border the troops were re¬ 
mobilized and the 2d Regiment of 
Engineers was formed. This was the 
first regiment in the history of the 
United States that has ever been or¬ 
ganized on foreign soil. 

Serg. Ritchie has to his credit the 
capture of a Mexican bandit. He was 
doing guard duty one night with an¬ 
other member of his company just 
below a hill near wells which had 
been dug during the day. These had 
to be guarded, or the Mexicans would 
enter the camps at night and destroy 
every kind of work in operation. He 
had been doing his stretch as usual 
when a crackling of the bushes 
caught his attention. He stopped and ] 
waited a minute and saw the shadow] 
oi the prowling Mexican crouching 
j close to the hill. Ritchie crept for- 
I ward and upon his command to halt 
the Mexican threw up his hands. It 
was discovered later that the Mexi¬ 
can was endeavoring to smuggle 
guns and ammunition over to Villa’s 
men. Serg. Ritchie was appointed 
bugler of Co. D. 

The troops left a place called Dub¬ 
lin January 27, 1917, arriving at Col¬ 
umbus, New Mexico, February 5th. 
From there they traveled by motor 
trucks to El Paso, Texas. The 2d 
Regiment of Engineers were later 
sent to Corpus Christi, where Ritchie 
received his promotion to Sergeant 
of Co. D, June 1st, 1917. 

While at Corpus Christi Serg. 
Ritchie was given a furlough, which 
he spent with his parents here. Upon 
his return to his company he dis¬ 
covered that during his absence his 
position as Sergeant had been re¬ 
filled. It was not long, however, be¬ 
fore he was given an appointment as 
Corporal of Co. D, 5th Engineers, 
November 13th. He was again ap¬ 
pointed Sergeant Feb. 25, 1918, and 
on June 15th was made First Class 
Sergeant of Co. D, 5th Engineers at 
Corpus Christi. Soon after this his 
company left Corpus Christi and 
nothing was heard of him for some 
time, when a letter was received 
from him from Peru, where his com¬ 
pany had been sent, and later they 
were shipped to France. 

In* France the 5th Engineers were 
engaged in building roads and recon¬ 
structing bridges. They were in the 
trenches more than six weeks, and 
letters from Serg. Ritchie stated that 
a greater part of Co. D, of which 
he was a member, had been killed. 
Letters received by his parents told 
of his visits to famous land marks 
and buildings. One building he 
visited was claimed to have been 
formerly a great gambling house. It 
was also claimed that Harry Thaw 
at one time owned the place for 
twenty minutes and then lost it 
again. It was claimed that he would 
win a million in one night and lose 
it the next. He also visited a hotel 
in France at which J. Pierpont Mor¬ 
gan stayed while he was in France. 

Sergeant Ritchie, it can be seen, 
has had a somewhat extensive career 
during his enlistment in the Regulars, 
and will probably have a great deal 
more to tell upon his return home. 


SATURDAY NIGHT SMASH 


Three Rivers Man Drives Auto 
Into Bridge in Ware 


FRACTURED HAND AND SCALP WOUND 


For One of Party of Four; Others 
Not Much Hurt; Accident Cost 
Fine of $100 

With a fractured left hand and a 
six-inch wound in his scalp, with 
other bruises and injuries, Donat 
Tinelle of Three Rivers spent Sunday 
night in the hospital in Ware, while 
his companion, Joseph Leclair of 
Three Rivers, was locked up in the 
police station of that town charged 
with operating a motor vehicle while 
under the influence of liquor. And 
the Maxwell touring car in which 
they were riding was badly smashed 
against the railing of the Three-mile 
bridge as the result of a collision 
with it about midnight of Saturday. 

In the car with Leclair and Tinelle 
were two other men, Beaupre and 
Cormier, also of Three Rivers, but 
they escaped without much injury. 
The party was en route from Ware 
to Three Rivers and Leclair was driv¬ 
ing. As he approached the bridge, 
instead of turning as he should have 
done he kept straight on toward an 
open field. Discovering his mistake 
he attempted to turn onto the bridge, 
but failed to make it. He claimed 
later that he was blinded by the 
lights of an approaching car, but 
Ernest Cheney of Ware, who was on 
his way home and saw the accident, 
afterward taking Leclair to the hos¬ 
pital, says there was no other car in 
sight.

SIDESWIPED INTO RIVER 


Two Men in Ford Have Narrow 
Escape Monday Night 


BIG CAR PUSHES THEM OVER BANK 


Into Ten Feet of Water at North 
Wilbraham, and They Have 
to Swim Ashore 

Through a fence and over a ten- 
foot embankment into ten feet of 
water while in a Ford car with cur¬ 
tains closed is not an experience 
which would be sought for the 
novelty of the adventure. But that 
is what Dr. Frank G. Maguire and 
his brother Nelson, both of Monson, 
underwent at North Wilbraham 
about 11 o’clock Monday night. For¬ 
tunately both escaped without 
serious results. 

Dr. Maguire is a veterinary sur¬ 
geon and had been called to see a 
sick horse at the home of James 
Kingdon in North Wilbraham. On 
his way home, when about 75 yards 
west of the watering tub between the 
underpass and the foot of the Butler 
hill, his Ford was sideswiped by a 
big car—whether truck or touring 
car could not be determined. The 
Ford skidded across the highway, 
crashed through the fence on the 
river side, dropped down about ten 
feet to the water below, and disap¬ 
peared from sight—all but about six 
inches of the top. 

Dr. Maguire managed to extricate 
himself from the machine and swam 
ashore. He then looked around for 
his brother, but he was not in evi¬ 
dence, and Dr. Maguire returned 
to his assistance. Nelson is a dis¬ 
charged sailor recovering from in¬ 
fluenza, and had some trouble get¬ 
ting loose, as one arm was badly 
wrenched. The men were in the wa¬ 
ter about ten minutes, and because 
of debris had some difficulty in get¬ 
ting ashore. 

The machine which sideswiped the 
Maguire car was traveling in the 
same direction, and because of this 
and the weight of the car it is sup¬ 
posed the driver did not know he hit 
the other machine; at any rate he 
did not stop. The Ford went be¬ 
tween a tree and a telephone pole, 
barely missing the latter, and lay 
partly on one side in the water. 

The Maguires returned to the 
Kingdon home and telephoned to 
their mother, Mrs. Nellie Maguire of 
North Main street, Monson, and 
warm clothing and a machine were 
sent for them. Both men were able 
to be out the next day, but were suf¬ 
fering somewhat from chills and 
shock, and Nelson fr6m the wrenched 
arm. 

The Maguire car was removed 
from the river by an electric crane 
of the street railway company from 
Springfield. The windshield was 
found to be broken, the wishbone 
badly twisted, the hub of the left 
front wheel broken off and the wheel 
bent under the car.

All Night Alone Under Fire

been cited for meritorious conduct by 
Maj. Warwig of his division. The 
citation reads: “On the night of

about 15 repairs, thus maintaining 
constant communication between the 
observation post and artillery head¬ 
quarters.” 

Maj. Warwig points out the ac¬ 
cepting sole responsibility for the 
line was more than duty and was 
voluntary, that Corporal Dugan’s ac¬ 
tion was an inspiration to the men 
and that the service rendered was of 
highest value to the artillery. 

Corporal Dugan is 27 years old. 
He graduated from Ware high school, 
and previous to entering army serv¬ 
ice was employed by the New Eng¬ 
land Power Company, working at the 
station on the Gilbertville road part 
of the time. He has been in France 
since April.

The Village Improvement Commit¬ 
tee of the Palmer Business Club held 
a meeting in the rooms of the club 
last evening, at which several mat¬ 
ters of importance were discussed. 

During the course of the meeting 
it was decided that some action 
should be taken in regard to the pre¬ 
vention of further destruction of 
public property. The particular 
causes of complaint were the dis¬ 
figuring of a number of sign posts 
in the town, especially that located 
on the state highway at the end of 
Pinney street, and the incendiary 
destruction of a number of electric 
lamps in various parts of the com¬ 
munity. The matter was referred to 
H. M. Howe, chairman of the Law 
and Order Committee, who will take 
the matter up with the police au¬ 
thorities in an attempt to have these 
practices stopped. In this connec¬ 
tion the information was brought 
forth that on several of the streets 
in town there are no proper signs in¬ 
dicating their names. This is an in¬ 
convenience, especially to strangers. 
The matter was left in the hands of 
D. L. Bodfish, chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee on Streets and Sidewalks, who 
will confer with the Selectmen con¬ 
cerning the possibility of having 
these indicators properly placed. 

The matter of calling attention of 
merchants to the regulation regard¬ 
ing the proper height of awnings 
above the level of the sidewalks was 
also referred to this committee. 

The Health Committee was charged 
with the important task of arranging 
for a “Clean-up Week,” which will 
be observed some time during April 
or May. 

This committee, under the chair¬ 
manship of C. H. Hobson, also has 
in hand the playground and Com¬ 
munity House projects. These are 
very timely and pertinent projects at 
the present time. The community 
is without either, and there is cer¬ 
tainly a pronounced need of both. 
The Corporations in two of the vil¬ 
lages of the town have already pro¬ 
vided excellently for the needs in 
this respect, and in the other steps 
are being taken toward the accom¬ 
plishment of that end. The Depot 
village, however, is not so fortunate¬ 
ly favored, and it looks as if the mat¬ 
ter will have to be left largely to 
private initiative. The Woman’s 
Club of the town is deeply interest¬ 
ed in this matter, and has very gen¬ 
erously expressed a desire to co¬ 
operate in this or any like move¬ 
ment which is aimed at the uplift of 
the community. The Civics Com¬ 
mittee of this organization is soon 
to confer with the; Health Com¬ 
mittee of the Business Club regard¬ 
ing the possibility of accomplishing 
something definite along this line in 
the near future. 

Plans have been made to get in 
touch with other organizations in 
town in order to * enlist their co¬ 
operation in this worthy enterprise. 
Several excellent suggestions have 
been made, and it is hoped that some¬ 
thing of a constructive nature will 
ultimately result. 

Want Underpass Made Safer 

Springfield automobilists are tak¬ 
ing an active interest in the recent 
proposition to have the underpass 
at North Wilbraham made safer for 
travel. It is now very narrow with 
a very short right-angle turn at each 
end. At a meeting of the club last 
week a committee was appointed to 
investigate the matter and petition 
someone to do something about it. 
Palmer auto owners will be disposed 
to give all aid possible to further 
the project.

BEGIN TO RENEW FORESTS 

England and Scotland Have Already 
Started to Replace Trees Cut 
Down During the War. 

England and Scotland are preparing 
to replant forests vhich have been cut 
to provide war supplies. They are not 
waiting until peace is concluded, but 
are doing it now. Never before have 
those countries been so bare of timber. 
Hunting ranges and sporting grounds 
have been sacriflqpd to supply muni¬ 
tion factories at home and armies 
abroad. The oM forests were pri¬ 
marily ornamental and Incidentally 
useful, but those which fjrv now be¬ 
ing-provided for will be primarily use¬ 
ful and Incidentally ornamental, says 
Robert H. Moulton In Popular Mechan¬ 
ics Magazine. 

In the United Stfites we are not In 
.so much need of tree planting as they 
are in the British Isles. But there are 
two binds of timber which the war 
demand has greatly depleted, and 
they are kinds of much Importance— 
locust and black walnut. 

There Is another point to be consid¬ 
ered In the planting of these trees: 
They can be grown on sandy tracts of 
land which are now considered of no 
value, and thus reclaim the land. 

An excellent Illustration of what can 
be accomplished In the way of reclaim¬ 
ing useless land through the planting 
of trees has been carried out during 
the last six or eight years by a res¬ 
ident of Whiteside county, Illinois. In 
these years he has accomplished the 
seemingly Impossible task of turning 
some 70 acres of sand, formerly as bar¬ 
ren as the desert of Sahara, Into a 
flourishing forest. Nor is that all; 
for this forest, acting as a sand bind¬ 
er, has been the means of saving other 
fertile acres from the Inroads of the 
drifting sand, and the total result be¬ 
ing that the farm has Increased sev¬ 
eral times In value. The sandy tracts, 
which, before being planted to trees, 
were practically worthless, are now 
worth anywhere from $50 to $100 an 
acre.

New Treatment for Meat*. 

The profession of chemical engineer¬ 
ing has newly justified itself with an¬ 
nouncement of the perfection of a 
process of dehydrating meats which 
overcomes former objections that the 
treatment coagulated the protein and 
rendered it unpalatable. The new 
process removes all of the water and 
renders the product sterile, so that it 
can be kept indefinitely. It dispenses 
with the use of brine, refrigeration or 
any other artificial agency, and the 
two chief economic arguments In its 
favor are that it saves about eleven- 
y twelfths of transportation space now 
y required and calls for no especial pro- 
visions for its preservation.

Paris, France, Feb. 14—The execu¬ 
tive council of the proposed league of 
nations, as outlined in the covenant 
read by President Wilson today, will 
consist of representatives of the United 
States, Great Britain, France, Italy and 
Japan, with representatives of four 
other states.

If there should arise between states

The Peace 
Dove

On the 19th of July in an attempt 
to cross a swamp the allied troops 
were obliged to advance in the face 
of a heavy machine gun fire which 
swept back and forth along the front 
ranks. They had advanced but a 
short way when Harper was struck 
by machine gun bullets in the left 
leg. A dum dum bullet followed, 
shattering the bone. (A dum dum 
bullet is a soft nosed bullet which, 
on striking the bone, flattens out). 
Harper managed to crawl out of the 
swamp and lay for several hours in a 
semi-conscious condition before he 
was found. He was taken at once to 
the Field hospital and from there 
to the Evacuation hospital where 
he was operated on. A new bone 
was grafted to the leg below the knee 
cap and the leg was placed in a cast. 
He was then taken to No. 1 hospital, 
Paris, where he remained several 
weeks. Later he was shipped to 
Savegni and then to Bordeaux, South¬ 
ern France, where he remained eight 
days. On Oct. 19th he was taken to 
Brest where he was placed on board 
the Aquitania, which sailed for 
America Oct. 20th. The ship on this 
trip back had on board 60 other 
stretcher cases, men who were out 
of the service for good. All were dis¬ 
abled men. At one time on the way 
home the ship was stopped on the 
high seas to permit the doctors to 
operate on two of the patients. 

Priv. Harper on his arrival on this 
side was placed in the Debarkation 
hospital at Newport News, Va. From 
there he was transferred to Lake- 
wood, N. J., where two operations 
were necessary to save his disabled 
limb. He is now able to be about, 
but is doubtful whether he will re¬ 
gain full use of the crippled limb. 

His division stayed at the front 
until the close of the war and is now 
in Germany. Lewis Rollett, John 
Zuhoski and Andrew Fifer, all of 
Three Rivers, are members of the 4th 
Division. They are all in Germany 
according to cards received by 
friends here. 

Harper states that the orders 
which did most of the good work in 
keeping the boys in smokes and eats 
were the Red Cross, the K. of C. and 
the Salvation Army.

Director Franklin Tells How 
American Munitions on the 
Way Brought War to End. 


Anatfc» *r Example of Slater Value Giving 


The war supplies that have been de¬ 
livered and must be paid for but never 
used were what actually brought the 
war to the sudden end so much ear¬ 
lier than had been expected, accord¬ 
ing to Lewis B. Franklin, director of 
the war loan organization for the 
United States. 

“Those are the things for which 
we are going to pay with the Fifth— 
and last—Liberty Loan,” Mr. Frank¬ 
lin explained at a meeting of Liberty 
Loan chairmen. 

“That is what I mean when I say 
that this money you are going to raise 
—through the things already bought 
with the credit of it—is paying for the 
saving of a half a million American 
lives. 

“The speed and bravery of the 
American ‘dough-boy’ affected the 
German on the front line more than it 
did the men at German general head¬ 
quarters; but the fact that America 
had ten tons of mustard gas ready for 
shipment in 1919, to every ton that 
Germany had; the fact that we were 
going to have a tank on the front line 
for every 75 fee of the line in 1919; 
the fact that we would y have thou¬ 
sands of batteries of guns where we 
did not have a single one in 1918— 
those facts had an influence on the 
German General Staff. 

“And, far from that money, those 
millioifes and billions of dollars wasted 
in an unnecessary preparation, I feel 
that the fact that the money was spent 
and that that enormous output of 
munitions <vas ready, was the con¬ 
trolling factor in the weakening of the 
German General Staff, and that it 
caused their message to the Kaiser 
that they were beaten, and that he 
must sue for peace. And the way I see 
it is that this money, instead of being 
wasted, can be written down as hav¬ 
ing saved the lives of hundreds of 
thousands of American men who 
would have been sacrificed had the 
war continued another year.

LAST BIG LOAN IN 

FIVE-YEAR NOTES 


Cities and Towns that Made the Rec¬ 
ords of the Fourth Loan Each 
Name a Boat. 


Secretary Glass Calls for Widest Dis¬ 
tribution by Intensive Campaign in 
Victory Liberty Drive from April 
21-May 10. 


of the ships to be 


Seventeen 
launched by the United States Ship¬ 
ping Board in the next three months 
will bear the names of New England 
cities or towns and the authorities of 
these towns and cities have named 
fifteen sponsors to christen the ships. 

The municipalities won this privi¬ 
lege by their remarkable record in the 
Fourth Liberty Loan, either by secur¬ 
ing, each in its class, the largest per¬ 
centage of subscribers in proportion 
to population, or the largest number 
subscriptions per capita. 

The cities which won the prizes of 
the first class with the names of the 
sponsors are: Portsmouth, N. H., 


The Liberty Loan organization of 
New England, following the instruc¬ 
tions of Carter Glass, Secretary of the 
Treasury, is completing arrangements 
and strengthening lines in every city 
and town in the six states for the Vic¬ 
tory Liberty Loan which opens Mon¬ 
day, April 21 and ends May 10. 

Secretary Glass announces that this 
will be the last loan campaign under¬ 
taken by the Government and that the 
same kind of intensive campaign for 
the widest possible distribution is the 
aim and need of the Government. 

The Secretary says: “The new issue 
will be one of short term notes run¬ 
ning not over five years, which will 
serve the interests of the United 
States at this time better than by the 
issuance of longer term bonds which 
would have to bear the limited rate of 
interest of The exact interest 

rate will be made known April 10. 

The notes will be, as were the Lib¬ 
erty Loan bonds, a direct promise to 
pay of the United States and will 
have interest coupons attached cov¬ 
ering the entire life of the note. Sec¬ 
retary Glass expects the engraved 
notes will be ready for delivery April 
21 . 

He says: “I am led to adopt the 
plan issuing short term notes rather 
than long-term bonds mainly because 
I believe a short term issue will main¬ 
tain a price at about par after the 
campaign Is over, more readily than 
would a longer term issue. 

“The Treasury Department will 
carry on the same Intensive campaign 
distribution as heretofore. It will be 
unfortunate If the people fail to take 
these notes, placing the burden of 
subscription on the banks. The busi¬ 
ness of the country looks to the banks 
for credit to carry on Its operations, 
and if that credit is absorbed largely 
by buying Government securities, 
there will be many limitations in 
supplying credit for business purposes. 

“I therefore ask the American peo¬ 
ple to give their support again to the 
Government that this loan may be

COLONIAL CHILDREN AT WORK 


Youngsters Were Taught Early to Earn 
Their Bread “by the Sweat of 
Their Brow." 


There was plenty of "Work on a farm 
even for little children, writes Alice 
Morse Earle, in her “Child Life In 
Colonial Days;” they sowed various 
seeds in early spring; they weeded 
flax fields, walking barefoot among 
the tender plants; they hatcheled flax 
and combed wool. 

All the work on the flax, after the 
breaking, was done in olden times by 
women and children. It is said s ere 
are in all 20 different occupations In 
flax manufacture, of which half can 
be easily done by children. Much of 
the work in domestic wool spinning 
and weaving was done by little girls. 
They could spin on “the great wheel" 
when they were so small that they 
had to stand on a footstool to reach 
up. They skeined the yarn <\fh a 
clock-reel. They easily filled the 
“quills” with a woolen yarn, used in 
weaving bedspreads, and set the quills 
in the middle of the great pointed 
wooden shuttles. They wound the 
white warp on the spools, and set 
the spools on the scarne. They might, 
if very deft and attentive, help “set 
the piece,” that is, wind the warp 
threads on the great yarn-beam, pass 
them through the eyes of the heddles 
or harness, and the spans of the reed. 
Girls of six could _spin flax.

No Dimming Yankee Spirit 


Soldier in Midst of Stern Duties of 
War Found Time to Joke 

The Yankee spirit in the midst of 
the carnage and travails of war is 
exemplified in a letter written two 
weeks before the signing of the 
armistice to Edwin C. Brandenburg, 
former president of the Washington 
board of trade, by his son, Sergeant 
Milton F. Brandenburg, who has 
been in France a year. Dark fore¬ 
bodings flashed through the mind of 
the father as he read through the 
epistle until he came to the last 
sentence. The letter reads :— 

“I dislike very much to have to 
write this letter to you, but tfrb^jme 


they will remain unknown or be mis¬ 
understood. 

“We can show the American nation 
what it has done bringing low the 
Prussian power which so short a 
time ago threatened the very founda¬ 
tions of our liberties. We can show 
in its true proportions the magnitude 
of the achievement by which a na¬ 
tion of husbandmen and earnest toil¬ 
ers, engrossed in their own worthy 
tasks, turned aside at the beckoning 
of the ideal called Right and forfeit¬ 
ed their personal gains that Justice 
again might dwell among their im¬ 
periled brothers. The opportunity is 
given us to bring among all citizens 
of the United States a true under¬ 
tasks of the 


tion. No food could be brought up 
from the field kitchens far in the 
rear.

Everywhere it is at home, and grows 
with the growing grain. Australia has 
suffered, and Its unsold grain accum- ' 
ulated through the war years, during 
which the length of the voyage made 
it impossible to obtain transportation 
to Europe, was found to deteriorate 
through its ravages.

New Method Introduced Into the Ha¬ 
waiian Islands Said to Have Prov¬ 
ed Highly Successful.

A new and very odd method of grow¬ 
ing sugar cane Is proving highly suc¬ 
cessful In the Hawaiian islands. When 
the cane Is beginning to sprout, yard¬ 
wide strips of a heavy kind of paper 
are laid lengthwise over the rows of 
little plants and held in place with 
cane-field trash. The paper is strong 
enough to keep down and smother the 
starting weeds, but not to kill the 
stout and hardy young cane. In five 
or six weeks the weed seeds beneath 
the paper have all germinated and 
been smothered to death, but the cane 
shoots have either forced their way 
•through or erected themselves suffi¬ 
ciently to make little tent-like eleva¬ 
tions. Laborers then pass along the 
rows and with long knives make slits in 
the sheets, permitting the shoots to 
come through. The liberated shoots at 
first are blanched white, but quickly 
turn green and lusty. Weeding there¬ 
after Is almost wholly needless, be¬ 
cause there are very few weeds. There 
Is an Increase of ten tons (about 28 per 
cent) In the yield of cane per acre, the 
Baltimore Sun says. Half the labor Is 
saved and the production of actual su¬ 
gar per acre Is augmented by more 
than a ton. The paper used is made 
out of “bagasse,” which Is the residue 
of the cane after the sugary sap has 
been squeezed out of It.

Concrete Oil Tanks. 

Storing oil In concrete tanks Is the 
invention of an Englishman. A tank 
with a capacity of about ten gallons 
was recently made with a chemically 
treated concrete aggregate, and after 
being allowed to “weather” for seven 
days molding was filled with paraflln 
oil. Thus filled! it was placed in a 
shed, where it remained for 15 weeks; 
at the end of this period it was care¬ 
fully examined. With the exception 
of evaporation, no los3 had taken 
place; there was no sign of leakage, 
and the ouslde walls of the tank were 
free from the smell of Its contents. 
Upon removal from the spot on which 
It had been standing no trace of paraf¬ 
fin could be detected, nor had the un¬ 
der side of the tank acquired any 
smell. This is probably the most se¬ 
vere test that could be applied to any 
container.

In the set are small knives 
with handles of decorated bronze, a 
metal which the Greeks thought was 
especially healing. There are also j 
several pairs of forceps, one of them 
used to extract the heads of arrows 
and lances from wounded warriors. 
Another instrument ih for drilling 
holes in the bones of the skull, an¬ 
other for cauterizing the flesh. Be¬ 
sides these are vessels for cupping 
and bleeding, a small covered bronze 
box for delicate instruments, a slab 
of stone for mixing certain drugs, and 
a pair of scales which still balance 
perfectly.

5. General manager instructed to give operators a hearing, 
but such hearing has not been asked for. 

6. Report of general manager would be transmitted through 
the president of the company to the Wire Control Board.

The rapid establishment of a nation 
wide government agency for popular 
savings is foreshadowed in an an¬ 
nouncement made today by Carter 
Glass, Secretary of the Treasury, 
through Mrs. F. L. Higginson, Direc¬ 
tor of Savings for New England.

"In the newly established savings 
function of the Treasury of the United 
States, it is believed, we will have a 
thrift mechanism rivaling in the con¬ 
venience the oft-quoted methods of 
Europe. Through it we hope to estab¬ 
lish new motives for saving that will 
capitalize into a permanent national 
characteristic, the wide-spread will¬ 
ingness to save and to lend to the 
government awakened by the war. 
The ultimate aim Is to make invest¬ 
ment in government securities an 
every-day matter with us as it has be¬ 
come with the people of France and 
England. 

“Twenty Million Americans, through 
interest in Liberty Bonds and War 
Savings Stamps have begun to gain a 
similar taste for saving through gov¬ 
ernment Interest-yielding securities.

French Army Band Concert 

One of the memorable concerts of 
the music season in Springfield will 
be the farewell concert in America of 
the famous Garde Republicaine, bet¬ 
ter known as the French Army Band 
and generally conceded to be the 
greatest military band in the world. 
The concert will be given in the 
Auditorium next Tuesday evening, 
and will bring to a close one of the 
most remarkable tours ever under¬ 
taken in America. 

Time-honored precedents in the 
concert business have been repeat¬ 
edly broken, and in spite of unusual 
conditions the band has everywhere 
played to tremendous audiences. In 
many cities it was impossible to se¬ 
cure concert halls or theaters on the 
desired dates owing to other attrac¬ 
tions, so the concerts were given 
whenever the halls were available. In 
one of the Southern cities the con¬ 
cert was given from 5 to 8 p. m., and 
in a Western town the only available 
time was after the theater, so the 
concert began at 11 o’clock and was 
given to a packed house. In New 
Haven the band played in Woollsey 
Hall, and several thousand people 
were turned away. In Denver the 
band was greeted by a great audience 
of 8000 people, and everywhere they 
have been given a reception in keep¬ 
ing with these large audiences. 

The band is noj only considered the 
greatest military band in the world, 
but it is a most interesting organiza¬ 
tion including many of the most 
talented musicians of Europe. Capt. 
Pollain, the leader, before the war 
was recognized as one of the fore¬ 
most ’cellists of Europe. George True, 
the snare drummer, is a brilliant con¬ 
cert pianist, and will be heard in the 
program to be given here. Alexandre 
Debruille, who will have a violin solo 
on the program, is an artist of the 
first rank; and there are a dozen 
other men of extraordinary ability, 
capable of giving solo numbers on 
their favorite instruments.

Educational Problems In India. 

The Girls’ school at Katra, Allaha¬ 
bad, can accommodate but few Hindu 
girls in the boarding department be¬ 
cause of the difficulty of caste. One 
Brahman girl who was very anxious 
to enter the school had to be refused 
because she could not do her own 
cooking and take the full course, and 
she could not because of caste regu¬ 
lations eat at the clubs with the Chris¬ 
tian girls. A woman was found who 
would cook for her, but this woman 
refused to wash the dishes, because 
to do so would make her ceremonially " 
unclean.

A Canadian lm nmr has worked 
out a new applies)’ >n of thrift in the 
form of a gas wit>h can be made 
from straw. The invention will be of 
special value in farm communities, as 
It will enable the fsirmers to utilize 
straw that now goes to waste. The 
gas Is made in a three-cylinder retort. 
Each cylinder holds a bale of straw 
seven feet long, two feet wide and 
six inches thick. With the chambers 
closed the straw is ignited and allowed 
to burn from 30 to 40 minutes. It is 
said that 12,600 cubic feet of gas can 
be generated from a ton of straw, in 
addition to which (here will be by¬ 
products of six to eight gallons of tar 
and 640 pounds of carbon from which 
lamp black can be obtained.

Another Star Shell. 

By the invention of a new “star” 
shell the night fighting efficiency of 
the navy will be increased at least 25 
per cent, the war department has said 
in an official statement. The shell Is 
suitable for guns of from three to five- 
inch caliber.

EDISON’S VOICE IN RECORDS 


vertor of Phonograph, for the First

Thomas A. Edison, who invented the 
phonograph 42 years ago, has for the 
first time consented to have his own 
voice recorded on a phonograph rec¬ 
ord. The reproduction, which is on 
the back of a record containing the 
national anthems of our allies, was 
heard recently for the first time in the> 
Edison laboratory at Orange. N. J. 

Mr. Edison celebrated his 72nd birth¬ 
day on February 11. The talk, which 
is Mr. Edison’s first comment about 
the war since America entered the 
flght. follows: 

“Our boys made good in France. 
The word ‘American’ has a new mean¬ 
ing In Europe. Our soldiers have made 
it mean courage, generosity, self 
restraint and modesty.

Filed by Judge Kenefick. Shooting 
Was Without Justification 

Judge Thomas W. Kenefick of Pal¬ 
mer filed last Saturday his report 
of the inquest held on the death of 
Deputy Sheriff George A. Bills, who 
died from gunshot wounds inflicted 
February 24th by Frank W. Potter of 
Cambridge. The finding is that the 
shooting was done while Potter was 
resisting arrest, was a criminal act 
and without justification. The re¬ 
port is as follows: 

“The testimony showed that the de¬ 
ceased, a constable of the town of 
Palmer, on February 24, 1919, at 

about 8.40 p. m., while lawfully at¬ 
tempting in company with another 
officer to arrest one Frank W. Pot¬ 
ter in a passenger car of the Boston 
and Albany railroad at the railroad 
station in Palmer, was shot by Pot¬ 
ter. Potter was alleged to have com¬ 
mitted a felony earlier the same 
evening at Springfield in said county, 
and his arrest was undertaken at the 
request of the police authorities of 
Springfield. In resisting arrest Pot¬ 
ter fired several shots from an auto¬ 
matic revolver at the officers, two 
bullets from said revolver entering 
the abdomen of the deceased. He was 
taken at once to the Wing Memorial 
Hospital in Palmer, where he died in 
the afternoon of the following day as 
a result of the pistol wounds inflicted 
as foresaid. The testimony showed 
no ground or justification whatever 
for the shooting, and I find that the 
deceased came to his death through 
the criminal act of Frank W. Potter, 
who has been held without bail by 
the District Court of Eastern Hamp¬ 
den, to appear before the grand jury 
on the first Monday of May, 1919, to 
answer to a charge of murder.”

Mr. J. H. Puelicber, State Di¬ 
rector of War Savings for Wisconsin 
has prepared a budget for incomes 
from $900 a year upward, which has 
been 1 ronou iced practicable

food, clothing 13 per cent, shelter 18 
per cent, fuel and light 7 per cent, 
sundries, including savings, 22 per 
cent. He considers the following a 
fair example: Food $350, clothing 
$117, shelter $163, light and fuel 
$68.80, recreation $36, church and 
charities $24, insurance $48, carfare 
$31.50, savings $26, miscellaneous, in¬ 
cluding literature, $27. 

For a $3000 income the proportions 
suggested are: Food $720, clothing 
.360, shelter $330, light and fuel $114. 

. ecreation $108, church and charities 
$72, insurance $95, carfare $31.50, sav 
ings $750, miscellaneous, including lit 
erature and physician, $150, help in 
house $350. Some items are too low 
for eastern conditions, notably hous 
ing and carfare, while others might be 
reduced. 

To save is imperative. Some 
people are born thrifty, some achieve 
thrift, but most of us have thrift 
thrust upon us by high prices and 
restricted incomes. To all the budget 
is the universal help, and as a safe 
investment for smail avinr-s.

HOW BOOKS ARE STERILIZED 


Simple Apparatus Used by French Sci¬ 
entists in Conducting Their 
Deadly Gas Attack. 


Almost the first thing to meet the 
eyes of French hygienists in their war¬ 
time campaign for protecting the 
younger generation was their old en¬ 
emy. the circulating book, well known 
as a carrier of disease. The many ob¬ 
vious solutions of the problem shared 
one disadvantage while killing the 
germs they destroyed the book also. 

For the method perfected by Doctor 
Marsoulan, and now practiced in the 
Institute for Wounded and Infirm 
Workmen at Montreuil, It is claimed 
that for one-fourth of a cent for each 
book, and with safety to operators, 
books can be sterilized without the 
slightest injury. Two pieces of very 
simple apparatus are used, a beatet 
and a disinfector. 

The beater is a long box open at on© 
end and communicating at the other 
with an ordinary stove. Inside of the 
beater are wooden rods so arranged 
that the turning of a handle will cause 
them to strike on the books placed on 
a sliding frame. As the rods beat the 
books, the heavier particles of dust 
fall out into a tray of disinfectant be¬ 
low, and the lighter are carried by an 
exhaust fan to a stove, where they are 
burned. 

The books are hung, open, by spring 
clips from a skeleton framework, and 
wheeled into the disinfecting chamber, 
which is equipped with a tank contain¬ 
ing a solution of formaldehyde. The 
temperature is raised to 120 degrees 
Fahrenheit, the formaldehyde kills the 
germs, and the fumes are carried off 
by a funnel.—Popular Mechanics Mag¬ 
azine. 


Hard to Find Good in. Crow. 

About as omnivorous as anything 
could well be, crows eat dead animals 
and are dreaded agents in the spread¬ 
ing of diseases such as hog cholera, 
foot-and-mouth disease and glanders. 
Insatiable egg eaters, they scour the 
fields, hedge rows, thickets and or¬ 
chards for nests of birds and even for 
eggs of the barnyard fowls. They dis¬ 
played, I well remember, almost human 
Intelligence in watching our turkey 
hens to their nests, and then waiting 
on some nearby fence stake or dead 
tree top for the eggs. They follow the 
wild ducks to their nesting grounds In 
the far north to feast on the eggs and 
young. Prairie chickens suffer severe¬ 
ly from their depredations and the 
pheasant preserves are the frequent 
victims of their marauding habits.— 
Exchange.

Butter From Coconut Milk. 

Butter is churned from coconut 
milk as from cow’s milk. According 
to a British patent of late date the 
milk is completely extracted by crush¬ 
ing the fresh kernel of the coconut 
to a paste with the addition of 
skimmed coconut milk from a later 
stage. The cellulose is then separated 
in a filter press, and the resinous mat¬ 
ter is removed in a centrifugal sepa¬ 
rator. The cream is then collected 
from the purified milk in a centrifugal 
cream separator. The separated cream

NOTE INCREASE OF RABIES 


Recrudescence of Dread Disease De¬ 
clared to Be a Direct Result 
of the War. 


Among the plagues to follow the 
great war, rabies must be reckoned 
with. Already it has reappeared in 
Ejngland, while froq) the very begin¬ 
ning an fncrefise was apparent Fn 
France. Before the struggle began 
^elgium and the districts doomed to 
be occupied in northern France 
swarmed with dogs, and rabies was 
sufficiently common. This abundance 
was due in part to the extensive use of 
the dog as a draught animal in those 
localities. After the invasion these 
animals moved westward in large num¬ 
bers. They appeared_to breed as usual 
and were under little or no police su¬ 
pervision, although conditions for sup¬ 
pressing the danger were most favor¬ 
able. Rabies showed an increase from 
the North sea to Switzerland, and was 
carried far into the interior of France. 
Here police protection was as good as 
absent. The type too is virulent, as 
shown by the short incubation period.

Caught in Western Part of State 
After Exciting Pursuit and 
Revolver Fight 

A sextet of young men who had 
previously stolen a high-powered 
touring car in Providence, R. I., made 
a raid on the general store of E. A. 
Fuller and the drug store of C. G. 
Bartlett in Belchertown between 5 
and 6 o’clock last Friday morning, 
securing $75 worth of merchandise. 
Late in the afternoon of the same 
day they were captured between 
Pittsfield and Canaan, N. Y., by Lee 
police officers, after a running re¬ 
volver fight in which, one officer’s 
coat sleeve was perforated by a bul¬ 
let from a gun in the hands of one of 
the young men. 

Starting at the beginning, the men 
stole a Hudson super-six in Provi¬ 
dence Thursday night.

Then David McNeil, caretaker at 
the watch tower on Jacob’s Ladder, 
gave the information that six men 
had stopped at his gas station and 
had their tank filled, refusing to pay 
for it. He followed them to East 
Lee and demanded his money, when 
one drew a revolver and told him 
to beat it or be shot. Lee officers 
started a search for the car and 
men, overtaking it at the foot of a 
steep hill on the road to Albany. 
Four of the men made a getaway, 
but two were captured, and the 
others were gathered in later from 
a freight which they had jumped. In 
the fight which took place before the 
men were arrested, Chief Coughlin of j 
Lee got a bullet through his rubber 
rain coat. The men gave the names 
of Roland Shields, 24, of New Bed¬ 
ford, alleged leader of the gang; 
Louis Fein. 18, of Brooklyn, N. Y.; 
Arthur Scheller, 22, of Providence, 
R. I.; Jack Smith, 22, John Sullivan, 
24, and Edward Russell, 18, all of 
South Boston. Shields is sdid to be 
the man who did the shooting. 

In the court in Lee Saturday morn¬ 
ing they were charged with having { 
stolen goods in ttfeir possession and 
held in $1000 each for trial. 


Glowing Tributes to Character and 
Qualities of Young Man; 

Large Attendance 

A memorial service for Charles M. 
Streeter, a member of Battery B, 
102d Field Artillery, who died in 
France in October, was held in the 
Brimfield church Sunday morning in 
place of the regular service. Mr. 
Streeter was the only Brimfield sol¬ 
dier to lose his life out of nearly 40 
from that town. He was the first of 
the drafted men to go overseas. 


c tories of Sales in Thorndike April 
13th, 20th and 27— All 
on Sundays 

Trial of the several cases against 
Frank Longtine and Arsene Bechard 
of Thorndike for violation of the 
liquor laws was begun in the Dis¬ 
trict Court Saturday morning. The 
prosecution’s side was put in, but the 
defense had not finished calling wit¬ 
nesses when adjournment was made 
until Saturday of this week. 

There, were several complaints for 
illegal selling on April 13th, 20th and 
'27th, 1 Sundays, and the accompany¬ 
ing complaints for keeping a liquor 
nuisance. 

The first Witness was Albert Ze- 
browski, who' testfied that he 
visited the saloon kept by the de¬ 
fendants on the afternoon of Palm 
Sunday (April 20th) about 2 o’clock. 
He found Longtine in the front room 
and secured $5 from him, giving his 
watch as security. He then passed 
into an adjoining room where there 
were about 20 men, many of them 
drinking. There he got a drink of 
I whisky from Bechard, and later a 
1 bottle of ale, paying 20 cents for the 
former and 15, cents for the latter; 
both were drunk on the premises. He 
went there again about 3.30 and had 
several bottles of ale from Bechard, 
paying 15 cents for each. He had 
been there “every Sunday” before 
Palm Sunday, and sometimes was 
served by Longtine and sometimes 
by Bechard. 

Andrew Zebrowski, a brother of 
Albert, testified that he had been in 
the place “every Sunday” before 
Palm Sunday but had not been 
there since. On Palm Sunday he had 
one drink of whisky from Bechard 
and two bottles of ale, and bought 
two bottles of ale to take home. 

Other witnesses testified to having 
drinks in the place under practically 
the same conditions. 

The defense was an attempted alibi, 
an effort being made to show that the 
men were at church when the sales, 
were alleged to have been made. 
The case will be finished Saturday, it 
is expected. 

Judge T. W. Kenefick was on the 
bench. E. E. Hobson of Palmer con¬ 
ducted the cases for the Common¬ 
wealth, and the defendants were rep¬ 
resented by Jennings. & Jennings of 
Springfield. 


Interesting Story of Trip Over, 
Peoples and Customs in That 
Part of World 

Something of the life of the boys 
who are with the forces in Siberia 
may be had from the following ex¬ 
tracts from a letter written by 
Harold A. Ball, formerly a telegraph 
operator at the Boston and Maine 
railroad station in Bondsville, to a 
iriend in that place. He is now with 
the 6th Canadian Div. Signal Corps, 
and is in Vladivostock. The letter 
was written March 25th, and con¬ 
tained, in part: 

“Your letter, dated Feb. 10th, was 
received last Friday, the 21st, so it 
was just about 38 days reaching me. 
Some considerable journey, I’ll say! 
The greatest delay is at the Pacific 
coast—your letter came through 
Victoria B. C.,—as the trans-Pacific 
service is as yet rather infrequent. It 
takes six days to cross the continent 
from Boston to Victoria, and any- 
tarhere from twelve to—perhaps 
venty days are consumed in cross¬ 
ing the Pacific, depending on the 
boat. , 

“I’m glad to know that I’m not for¬ 
gotten by my Bondsville friends. It 

warms a fellow’s heart to think that 
he has made a few real friends in the 
different places he sojourns for a 
while. I have found that there are 
many nice people in this old world, 
and it just takes a little prodding 
around under the surface—and then 
they are smiling at you from ear to j 
ear, and just as ready to be friends j 
as you are. 

“Like to hear a little about how , 
we got here and so forth? We left i 
Victoria B. C. Feb. 12th, sailing on ] 
the “Empress of Japan.” Troops ; 
leaving for overseas are usually ; 
‘C. B.’ (confined to barracks) the day 
before, and often two days be¬ 
fore leaving, so that there may 
be no absentees at the last mo¬ 
ment. But in our case this rule was 
not adhered to—for what reason I 
cannot say—and general leave was 
granted to us all from 11 a. m. until 
10.30 p. m. the day before. But there 
were very few of us in at 10.30 that 
night, I assure you. I think it was 
about 1.15 a. m. when I sneaked in 
through the hole in the back fence so 
as not to wake the sentry at the 
main gate. The poor sentry has to 
sleep some time, you know, and it 
would be very inconsiderate of me to 
disturb his slumber at that unearthly 
hour* ‘That’s me all over again,’ as 
the chap in ‘Dere Mable’ says. I 
didn’t hear anything about my late¬ 
ness, and I didn’t care if they gave j 
me 28 days ‘C. B.,’ I was determined J 
to have a good time that last night j 
in America. 

“Well, we got away after a great j 
deal of bustle and confusion at 9 
o’clock p. m. on the 12th. We took 
the northern route, which is the 
shortest, curving away up toward the 
Aleutian Islands. In fact, we sighted 
three of this chain on the sixth day 
out, so you can judge how far north 
we really were. It was pretty cold, 
and we never found our warmest 
clothing any too warm on deck. 
There were only two days when the 
sea was really rough, and on those 
days the waves certainly did run 
mountains high. I fully expected to 
be sick all the way across, but was 
agreeably surprised, because I was 
only sick the forenoon of the first 
day, and after that felt splendid. That 
first morning when I went on deck I 
noticed a number of the boys stand¬ 
ing close to the rail with serious ex¬ 
pressions on their faces, and some 
of them with a hand held tenderly 
over the region of the solar-plexus. 
When they asked me how I felt I 
answered blithely, ‘Oh, Fine!’ with 
an assurance I did not feel, because 
there was a curious giddy sensation 
in my head which was to lead to 
more serious consequences later on. 
Some poor fellows were most miser¬ 
able all the way. 

“On the twelfth day we sighted the 
coast of Japan, but unfortunately we 
did not pass through the narrow 
straight into the Sea of Japan until 
after dark, so that all we could see 
were the winking lighthouses on 
either side. The trip got to be very

fallible Remedy For Ills 

Joseph ’ Valle, of parts unknown, 
was doing a thriving business selling 
a “menthol inhaler” which—accord¬

Belchertown Highway Costs 

Engineers of the State Highway 
Commission have gone over the 
highways of Belchertown which wity 
be repaired under chapter 155 of the 
acts of 1918, and have estimated the 
cost as follows: Enfield road, post 
office to Enfield line, $75; Amherst 
road Park View hotel to Pelham 
line, $500; Palmer road, South Main 
street to Palmer line, $600; Ware 
road, Bondsville road to Ware line, 
$100; South Amherst road, Amherst 
line to Granby line, $150; Tylerville 
road, Tylerville to Bondsville, $125; 
Granby road, Park View hotel to 
Granby line, $125; Pond Hill road, 
Enfield line to South Amherst, $200. 
The summary of the estimate shows 
that $2000 is to be spent for repairs 
on main roads, $1200 on secondary 
roads and $1380 on back roads. This 
will leave a reserve of $1000 and a 
balance of $330 for permanent im¬ 
provements. The highway commis¬ 
sion has made it very plain that the 
superintendent of streets is not to 
exceed the estimate of cost without 
special permission of the commis¬ 
sion’s engineer.

At Last! 

There are few cyclists who, when 
compelled to execute repairs to Inner 
tubes by the roadside, have not longed 
for unpuncturable tires. This desid¬ 
eratum now seems to have become an 
accomplished fact in Sweden, where 
the shortage of rubber has caused 
great efforts to be made to find a sat¬ 
isfactory substitute for the pneumatic 
tire. The new device consists of a 
thin strip of hardened steel supported 
on the rim by springs, the combination 
being said to give results comparable 
with those obtained by the use of rub¬ 
ber. Skidding is prevented by the 
sharp edge of the steel tread, while 
such tires are, of course, quite un¬ 
puncturable. Whether the new device 
will survive when rubber again be¬ 
comes plentiful is perhaps doubtful, 
but as a war-time measure it has

Origin of Buttons. 

The Elizabethan era gave vogue to 
the button and buttonhole, two inven¬ 
tions which may be regarded as im¬ 
portant, since they did much to revo¬ 
lutionize dress. The original button 
was wholly a product of needlework, 
which was soon improved by use of a 
wooden mold. The brass button is 
said to have been introduced by a Bir¬ 
mingham merchant in 1689. It took 
200 years to improve on the method of 
sewing the cloth upon the covered 
button. Then an ingenious Dane hit 
upon the idea of making the button in 
two parts and clamping them together 
with the cloth between. 

The most important branch of- the 
button industry in the United States 
is the making of pearl buttons, the 
material for which Is obtained from 
shells gathered along the Mississippi 
river. The industry has grown up 
within the last twenty years.

TO INSURE AGAINST POVERTY 


Writer Is Confident That a Practical 
Scheme Will Be Worked Out 
Before Many Years. 

Sickness is an Insurable risk and 
there Is no doubt that some very com¬ 
prehensive and acceptable scheme of 
insurance against it will yet be worked 
out. Whether, in the United States, 
it will be a compulsory, state-managed 
scheme is by no means so certain. But 
the more that subject is agitated the 
faster sickness loss will be reduced, 
for agitation will direct attention to 
public health, and means that are 
tried and proved will be more exten¬ 
sively employed to prevent sickness. 

Steady, intelligent public attention 
is what the whole problem of poverty 
needs. There is no doubt that a 
great part of It is preventable. The 
poor, it is true, we have always with 
us. Time was when we had always 
had slavery and smallpox with us. 
Now out of half a million persons one 
person dies annually of smallpox in 
the United States. Time was when 
slavery and smallpox were generally 
taken as a matter of course. As soon 
as they ceased being taken as a mat¬ 
ter of course they were put into the 
way of practically disappearing—not 
by any magic formula but by tireless, 
sure-footed, practical-minded effort. 

At length we have the means of re¬ 
ducing poverty to its practical, irre¬ 
ducible minimum. It is only very re¬ 
cently, as history runs, that we have 
had those means. But now we have 
the wealth—not enough wealth for a 
limousine and a grand piano to every 
inhabitant and a four-hour workday; 
but enough for the essentials of decent 
physical existence to every family. 
We have the social and industrial or¬ 
ganization and the body of scientific 
knowledge. Poverty is a social loss 
and a social danger. We can take out 
an insurance policy against it.—Will 
Payne, in Saturday Evening Post.

Specialist Invited to Forward X-Rays 
by Parcel Post Became Some¬ 
what Satirical. 

Dr. Simon Flexner of the Rockefel¬ 
ler institute, who has just received one 
of the French government’s highest 
decorations, told a story at a New J 
York dinner.

Apricot Oil. 

One good that is working out of 
the evil of war is the demonstration 
that chemists, under the spur of de¬ 
mand, can readily surpass the accom¬ 
plishments of German science. The 
following is a concrete example: Cali¬ 
fornia has an annual by-product crop 
of 7,(XM) tons of apricot pits, which 
were formerly sold to Germany and 
Denmark at $45 a ton. When the war 
closed this market, and the price 
dropped to $15, a California chemist 
bought a supply and started experi¬ 
menting. 

He is now marketing a substitute 
for olive oil; a meal used in cooking; 
oil of apricot, known as bitter oil of 
almonds; American blue, from which 
Prussic acid can be made, and a num¬ 
ber of other by-products. 


American University in France. 

At Beaune, 175 miles southeast of 
Paris, is the seat of the new Ameri¬ 
can Army university, which is, per¬ 
haps, the most outstanding of the ed 
urational work carried on by the 
American expeditionary force, says 
the Popular Mechanics Magazine. 
Housed in what was formerly an 
American hospital are 15.000 soldier- 
students and a force of 500 teachers 
The curriculum is notable for its agri 
cultural college with a 600-acre farm.

Never has the nation given as much 
attention to its youth as it has given 
during the period of the war. We 
have realized as never before that 
the future of every nation depends 
upon the proper training and 
development of its youth, and the 
fact that the people have recognized 
the importance of recreation in this 
training is shown by the following 
statistics for the year 1918; 403 cities 
maintained 3871 playgrounds and 
neighborhood centers under leader¬ 
ship; 20 cities initiated an organized 
recreation program; 8137 paid work¬ 
ers directed the recreational activi¬ 
ties of America’s children and adults; 
787 playgrounds and neighborhood 
centers were open during the entire 
year; because of war needs many 
cities maintaining play centers great¬ 
ly strengthened their- work; in 
greater numbers than ever before 
working boys, girls and adults at¬ 
tended evening recreation centers. 

If everyone takes a personal in¬ 
terest in this movement and does 
his best to make it a success Palmer 
will allign itself with the rest of the 
awakened and progressive cities and 
towns of the country, much benefit 
will be derived from it not only by 
the children but by adults as well, 
and the community spirit will be 
quickened and strengthened.

Orson M. Graves, Former Resident, 
Died Last Week in Brockton 

The following biographical sketch 
of Orson M. Graves, for years a resi¬ 
dent on the Quarry road to Monson, 
and well known here, whose death 
| in Brockton was announced in last 
week’s Journal, has been furnished by 
member of the family: 

Orson M. Graves was born in 
Chesterfield, Mass.. November 24, 
1829, the third child of a family of 
four. His boyhood was spent at the 
home of his grandparents, in Wil¬ 
liamsburg, Mass. His education closed 
with a single year spent at Williston 
Seminary in Easthampton. His first 
work after leaving the farm at 21 
was that of an agent for a labor-sav¬ 
ing soap, manufactured by H. B. 
Ames & Co. of Newburg, N. Y. After 
three months travelling in Massa¬ 
chusetts as a salesman he spent a 
year at the same work in the state 
of Ohio. 

With a small capital thus obtained 
he went to Illinois in 1854, and pur 
chased jointly with his brother, : 
farm of 160 adres in the town of 
Bement, Piatt County. He con 
tracted fever and ague in this West 
| ern location, and after two years sold 
out and returned to Chesterfield and 
purchased a farm there. This farm 
he exchanged after a year and a half 
for a 50-acre place in Florence. This 
he sold in 1860 and bought another 
farm in the town of Leeds, on which 
he raised tobacco and choice stock 
for eight years. 

Physical infirmities made him in¬ 
capacitated for service in the Civil 
war. In 1869 he sold the Leeds farm 
and purchased one in the town of 
Monson, where for 36 years con¬ 
tinuously he fatted live stock for 
market. This business was serious¬ 
ly impaired after 1900 by the intro¬ 
duction into the East of Chicago 
dressed beef, and this, together with 
advancing age, compelled him to re¬ 
tire from farming. 

He removed to Brockton, Mass., in 
1905, and purchased a small place 
about a mile from the center, where 
he spent his declining years happily. 
He was twice married, first in 1861, 
a second time in 1888. His second 
wife survives him and lives in 
Brockton. He left no children by 
either wife. 

During his residence in Monson, 
Mr. Graves was at one time Presi¬ 
dent of the Hampden County Agri¬ 
cultural Society. He was a deacon of 
St. Paul’s Universalist church in Pal-

Mince Pie That Brought Vision of 
Home Caused Wounded Soldier to 
Long for Life. 

Pie Is not among the articles treated 
of in. works on materia medica, but 
a recent incident shows that it may 
have therapeutic value. In a hospital 
lay an American sailor, for whom ev¬ 
erything had been done by surgeons, 
doctors and nurses, and yet something 
was lacking. He was homesick; his 
mind was ever away In a little At¬ 
lantic coast town. One day, in the 
midst of his bodily pain and soul-suf¬ 
fering. there flashed upon him the ob¬ 
ject of his quest, and he murmured 
excitedly: “Oh. if I could only have a 
piece of mince pie.” It was not that 
he wanted to eat a piece of pie. for 
he was too 111 for that. His hunger 
was for what the pie represented. 
An American nurse who heard the 
wish managed, with some difficulty, to 
find all the ingredients for a real New 
England pie. When she took it to 
him she put with it a bit of cheese, 
also hard to procure in these times, 
so that nothing would be lacking, and 
In the cheese she planted a miniature 
■ Stars and Stripes. The poor boy 
could eat neither the pie nor the 
cheese, but they contributed just the 
home touch needed to improve his 
condition. When the wife of the 
’ American consul general visited him 
later she remarked upon the improve- 
f ment In his condition, and he said: 
i “Two days ago I was in such misery 
that I could have welcomed death. 
I Now I feel that America is not so 
: far away as I thought and that I have 
■> got to hang on.” 


All Efforts to Amend Famous Statute 

of Pennsylvania Have Thus Far 
Been Unavailing. 

I Once more an effort is to be made 
to amend the most famous of all 
laws on the statute books of Penn¬ 
sylvania—the venerable blue law, en¬ 
acted April 22, 1794. 

It is said that at every regular ses¬ 
sion of the legislature during the 125 
years since that awful crimp was put 
in Sunday conviviality, an attempt has 
been made to repeal it entirely or to 
amend It, Girard writes in the Phila¬ 
delphia Press. 

But that old law entitled “An act 
for the prevention of vice and im¬ 
morality and for other purposes,” has 
survived all the assaults of those who 
would destroy it.

Warmth Increases Oil Flow. 

An electrical method of carrying 
warmth to the bottom of oil wells has 
been found in many cases greatly to in¬ 
crease the flow of oil. The heating 
process, says Popular Mechanics Maga¬ 
zine, decreases the viscidity of the oil, 
usually occasioned by the admission 
of air to the well and the cooling of the 
rock bed. Minute crevices and capil¬ 
lary channels which afford easy pass¬ 
age to warm, thin oil become quite im¬ 
passable If the oil gums. The electric 
. heating method not only thins the oil 
but often generates gas whose pressure 
helps the oil to the surface. The sys- 
1 tem found military use in the aban¬ 
doned oil fields of Roumania and 
j Galicia.

Are Exhausted. 

; Farmers of Europe and America 
have been almost entirely dependent 
! for nearly a century upon the Chilean 
i nitrate fields, which have stood liter- 
allv between the world and starvation. 

! Behind a plateau 5.000 feet above the 
sea level and 20 miles from the Pa¬ 
cific coast, is a dreary, parched, almost 
rainless strip of land, where nature 
has deposited millions of tons of nitro¬ 
gen In the form of nitrate of soda, 
i Not only the power to produce crops, 

I hut also the power to wage war and 
! to develop many essential Industries 
! depends upon nitrogen. Before the 
| war the German chemist, Ostwald, 
wrote: “If a great war were to break 
out between two great powers, one of 
which were to prevent the export of 
saltpeter from the few ports of Chile, 
it would thereby make it Impossible 
for the enemy to continue longer than 
! its ammunition supply would last. 

1 Germany had accumulated 600,000 
; tons of Chilean saltpeter before the 
war. It is estimated that the Chilean 
’ nitrate beds will be exhausted some 
time during the present century. Sci¬ 
entists and engineers, therefore, are 
bending every effort to other means of 
supply. Nitrogen i* now being recov- 
s ered from the air by various processes 
e and in several countries.

ALONG SAME LINES AS PAST YEARS 


With Assistance of World War Vet¬ 
erans; Divine Service Sunday 
Afternoon at 5.30 

L. L. Merrick Post, Grand Army of 
the Republic, is making extensive 
plans for the observation of Memo¬ 
rial Day on Friday of next week.

Free Summer School Courses 

Offered by Agricultural College and 
State Board of Education 

The Massachusetts Agricultural 
College and tpe Massachusetts Board 
of Education are co-operating this 
year to provide a summer school of 
unusual opportunity. Forty-five 
courses will be given in all—many 
more than in previous years. The 
work in agriculture, horticulture, and 
home life will be presented by the 
regular staff of the College. 

The Board of Education will pro¬ 
vide specialists who will make their 
courses a real opportunity for those 
who are preparing to teach and for 
teachers now in service who are 
seeking new inspiration, new ideas, 
and new ways of presenting old sub¬ 
jects. The aid of the Board of Edu¬ 
cation thus makes it possible for the 
College to offer a great variety of 
educational courses, including such 
subjects as. reading, language, geog¬ 
raphy, history, arithmetic, etc. Massa¬ 
chusetts, like all other states of the 
Union, is facing a shortage of teach¬ 
ers. owing to conditions arising out 
of the war. 

The courses in agriculture and 
horticulture offer special opportuni¬ 
ties for returned soldiers and sailors, 
and others, interested in farming, to 
secure practical instruction, since it 
is possible in the summer session to 
offer a much larger amount ,of field 
work and 'arm practice. The College 
has already given two special 
short courses in agriculture and 
horticulture for returned soldiers and 
sailors. The first of these courses 
was given in February, and the sec¬ 
ond in April of this year. These 
special courses are designed as a 
step between army life and the farm. 
The College endeavors to assist men 
in finding positions on farms in the 
State after completion of their 
course. Thus far all men taking these 
courses have secured positions. 

Owing to the demand for persons 
properly qualified to teach agricul¬ 
ture in schools benefitting from State 
and Federal funds, special emphasis 
will be given the courses for teachers 
of vocational agriculture under the 
Smith-Hughes act. The College will 
co-operate with the State agent of 
vocational agriculture to provide the 
necessary instruction for teachers. 
This instruction includes courses in 
methods of teaching vocational agri¬ 
culture as well as related agricultural 
subjects. 

A special feature of the summer 
school will be the work in home 
economics. The popularity of these 
courses in previous summer schools 
has maide it necessary to provide ad¬ 
ditional instruction. 

All the courses offered in the sum¬ 
mer school are free. 

The school begins June 30th, and 
will continue until July 26th.

“Not Guilty” 
Potter Pleads 


Indicted Friday For Murder of 
Deputy Sheriff Bills 


IS STILL LAME FROM WOUND IN LEG 

Appears Unconcerned in Court; Re¬ 
manded Without Bail; No 
Date Set For Trial 

Frank Walter Potter was arraigned 
in the Superior Court in Springfield 
last Friday on an indictment charg¬ 
ing him with the murder of Deputy 
Sheriff George A Bills in Palmer 
on the night of February 24th> by 
shooting in a smoking car of a train 
on the Boston and Albany railroad, 
and pleaded not guilty. Potter lis¬ 
tened calmly to the reading of the 
indictment. 

After the plea Judge Nelson P. 
Brown ordered Potter remanded to 
the custody of the sheriff, to be held 
without bail until he is tried. No 
date for the trial has been set. 

Potter’s attitude was that of a 
happy-go-lucky, and he conversed, 
freely and unconcernedly in the dock 
while waiting for the proceedings of 
the court to begin. Potter was 
wounded by Police Officer Thomas 
of Palmer in the fight in which 
Sheriff Bills was killed, and while the 
wound has healed the muscles of his 
right leg are affected and he is com¬ 
pelled to walk with a cane. While 
in court Potter caught sight of De¬ 
tective Lieutenant James M. Daly of 
the Springfield police force, whom he 
shot three times a short time before 
coming to Palmer, and bowed affably 
to the officer. 

An indictment for assault with in¬ 
tent to murder was also found 
against Potter for his shooting of 
Officer Thomas, but he was not ar¬ 
raigned on this charge. 


Civil War Veteran Dead 

Marble F. Bacon, Formerly of Mon- 

son, in Ware Monday Afternoon 

Marble F. Bacon. 76, a Civil war 
veteran, died at his home on West 
street, Ware, at 4.30 Monday after¬ 
noon. He had been in ill health for 
the last few years and his death 
was the result of several operations. 
He was born in'Ware, September 15, 
1842, a son of Freeman and Mary 
Hamilton Bacon, and lived in Ware 
during his childhood. When a young 
man he engaged in the shoe manu¬ 
facturing business in West Brook¬ 
field, and later went to North Caro¬ 
lina in a similar business. In August 
of 1861 he enlisted in Co. H, 21st 
Mass. Volunteers, at Worcester. He 
served first as ordnance sergeant and 
later was appointed Colonel’s orderly 
at the Annapolis navy yard. In 1862 
he was discharged on account of ill¬ 
ness, and again enlisted, January 6, 
1864, in the 4th Regiment, Mass. 
Volunteer Cavalry, at Boston, and 
was stationed at Jacksonville, Fla. He 
was honorably discharged for the 
second time on account of disability. 
He was taken prisoner and confined 
in Libby prison for several weeks 
during his second term of service. He 
re-enlisted in 1865, in the 21st regi¬ 
ment, at Charleston, S. C., as a First 
Lieutenant and served until the close 
of the war. 

After the war he went to Monson, 
where he was employed by W. N. 
Flynt & Co., by Merrick & Fay, and 
by Heimann and Lichten. In 1903 he 
went to North Prescot, and to Ware 
in 1912. He married Ellen A. Jones 
of North Prescot in 1868, and she 
died in 1909. Mr. Bacon was a mem¬ 
ber of J. W. Lawton Grand Army 
Post, and Day Spring Lodge of 
Masons of Monson. He leaves three 
brothers, Charles T. of Amherst, Nel¬ 
son F. and Herbert M., both of Ware, 
and three sisters, Mrs. Elizabeth M. 
Thayer of Ware, Mrs. Anna F: 
Graves of Greenwich, and Mrs. 
Charles A. Gates of Springfield.

Keep the Family Cat at Home 

Pussy Kills Thousands of Song Birds 
Yearly, With Bad Results 

The Commissioners <on Fisheries 
and Game in Massachusetts have re¬ 
cently sent out the following appeal 
for protection of wild birds from the 
domestic cat: 

The nesting season for the wild 
birds has arrived, and the commis¬ 
sioners on fisheries and game once 
more call attention to the necessity 
of keeping the family cat in control 
during the time the eggs are being 
hatched and the fledglings are help¬ 
less, either in the nest or when first 
on the ground. It is a matter of 
common knowledge that on the ac¬ 
tivities of the insect-eating birds de¬ 
pends, in a large measure, the suc¬ 
cess of the crops and the preserva¬ 
tion of the forests. It is not so well 
known how enormous are the in¬ 
roads on the wild birds by the family 
cat and the abandoned, hunting house 
cat. Often the owners honestly be¬ 
lieve their cats to be innocent of the 
practice of killing birds, because the 
work is not done where they can 
see it. 

Careful studies on this subject have 
been made, and the results are sur¬ 
prising. One cat, which was watched 
carefully, was seen to kill 58 birds in 
a single season. Assuming that the 
average cat on the farm kills but ten 
birds a year, and that there are two 
cats on each farm in Massachusetts, 
we have, in round numbers, 70,000 
cats killing 700,000 birds annually. 
And this does not take into account 
the cat population of cities, towns 
and villages. Song and insectivorous 
birds are sociable. They breed to a 
large extent in thickly settled com¬ 
munities. It is here that cats get in 
their deadliest work. These figures 
tell their own story. 

The commissioners appeal to every 
person who owns a cat to make it a 
personal matter to see that the 
family pet is not permitted to roam 
at large in the day or night during 
this crucial period when the success 
of the hatch of birds depends on the 
freedom they have from molestation. 
The season extends from May 15 to 
August 15. 

Over the weather conditions, which 
may reduce the number of the hatch, 
there is no control; but this other 
danger can be minimized if every one 
will make an effort to do his or her 
part. The birds can be depended on 
to do theirs. 

Every bird lover is asked to see 
that homeless and wild hunting 
house cats are humanely killed.

Fines of $800 
In Liquor Cases 

Thorndike Men Found Guilty 
On All Ten Charges 


IN DISTRICT COURT LAST SATURDAY 

Defense a General Denial. Evidence 
“Demanded” Conviction, Judge 
Kenelick Said 

Fines aggregating $800 were im¬ 
posed on Frank Longtine and Arsene 
Bechard of Thorndike for violations 
of the liquor laws, in the District 
Court Saturday morning on the con¬ 
clusion of the cases which were be¬ 
gun the previous Saturday. There 
were four complaints against each 
for illegal sales on April 13th, 20th, 
and 27th, Sundays, and one each for 
maintaining a liquor nuisance. The 
men were found guilty on each 
charge. In the illegal selling cases 
fines of $75 were imposed on each, 
with a fine of $100 in each nuisance 
case, a total of $400 each. The men 
are partners, doing business as inn¬ 
holders at the Thorndike Hotel. Ap¬ 
peals were taken in all cases. 

Saturday was occupied with the de¬ 
fense. An attempt was made to 
prove an alibi, but the prosecution 
was able to show that there was no 
claim of illegal sales at the times the 
men alleged they were not at their 
place of business, the claim being 
that they made sales at times when 
they admitted being on the premises. 

The defense in the main was a 
general denial of the statements of 
w.tnesses for the Commonwealth. 
Longtine admitted on the stand that 
he was on the premises at times 
when sales were alleged to have been 
made. One Sunday in particular he 
sat in the hotel office from 1 in the 
afternoon until about 6, “Waiting 
for the public to resort to the hotel 
for food or lodging,” as suggested by 
Attorney Hobson for the prosecu¬ 
tion. He also admitted that no per¬ 
son had so applied since January 1st. 
up to the last of April. Also that he 
had no facilities whatever for feed¬ 
ing any person or furnishing lodg¬ 
ings. but that he had a contract for 
so doing with the “family overhead.” 
On the afternoon in question he sim¬ 
ply sat there and read the papers and 
magazines; two or three persons 
were in for a moment or two during 
the afternoon, but he had no recol¬ 
lection of who they were. Absolute 
denial of sales on that day—or any 
other Sunday—was made. His ex¬ 
planation of the complaints on the 
part of Zebrowski and others was 
that they were made because of a lit¬ 
tle trouble he had had with them, 
after which they threatened to “get” 
him. 

The statements of Bechard were 
along the same general line. 

In passing sentence Judge Kenefick 
said that the evidence, as given, not 
only warranted, but demanded, a 
conviction.

Car Had Stopped at Side of Track, 
Then Suddenly Shot For¬ 
ward Against Train 

Two men were badly hurt about 7 
o’clock Monday evening at the grade 
crossing of the Central Vermont 
Railroad at “Skeeterville,” north of 
Barretts Junction, when a south¬ 
bound freight train and an automo¬ 
bile collided. E. O. Stebbins of the 
Belchertown rt^ad suffered a frac¬ 
tured left leg and foot, and a frac¬ 
tured right ankle, in addition to 
numerous bruises about the body. 
His condition was not considered 
serious. John Stropski of the same 
road was injured about the head. Mr. 
Stebbins was taken to the Spring- 
field Hospital, and Mr. Stropski was 
removed to the Wing Memorial Hos¬ 
pital in Palmer. 

Both men are employed in the wire 
mill in Palmer and were on their way 
home in a car driven by Mr. Steb¬ 
bins. At the crossing the auto was 
struck by the end of the crossbar at 
the head of the pilot of the Locomo¬ 
tive and turned to the left, being 
wedged in between the high bank 
at that point and the train. The train 
ran only four or five car lengths be¬ 
fore it was stopped. 

One of the railroad employees who 
was riding on the pilot of the loco¬ 
motive, the fireman and a brakeman 
who was on the 6eat of the cab with 
him, state that as the train ap¬ 
proached the crossing they saw the 
automobile run to within a few feet 
of the track and apparently stop. 
Suddenly it started forward again 
and ran into the train. The inference 
is that after stopping or almost stop¬ 
ping,,Mr. Stebbins either let in the 
dutch of his machine again acci¬ 
dentally, or in shifting gears got into 
a forward instead of the reverse. 

The men were attended by Dr. W. 
B. T. Smith of Bondsville and Dr. J. 
P. Schneider of Palmer, and at last 
accounts were doing as well as could 
be expected. 

Arrest of Quack Doctor 

Warren Officers Pinch “Prof. Alec 
“Alex,” Alleged Seventh Son 

A man claiming to be a seventh son, 
clairvoyant, doctor of medicine, etc., 
was arrested in Warren Sunday aft¬ 
ernoon by Deputy Sheriff Walter A. 
Putnam, Constable George Smith and 
John Collins. 

Complaints had been made to the 
officers that the fellow was visiting 
homes in West Warren, claiming to 
have the power to cure all diseases, 
and the police gathered him in. He 
gave the name of Fred Plant of 
Mansville, but at some places in 
town before arrested he gave the 
name -of Professor Alec Alex. 

When arrested the “Professor” 
threatened the officers, and promised 
them they should suffer much and 
long for detaining him; that by the 
magic power which he possessed it 
would cost them $21 a minute for the 
time he remained in jail. 

Vaccination Not Abolished 

Advertisement Said It Had; State 
Board of Health Says Otherwise 

A notice announcing that vaccina¬ 
tion is not now compulsory for 
school children appeared in many 
daily papers in Massachusetts last 
week. It was signed by the “Medical 
Liberty League, Inc.,” of Boston, and 
advised parents who objected to vac¬ 
cination to write its office, as it was 
in a position to help them in their 
opposition to the practice. 

Superintendent of Schools F. A. 
Wheeler of Monson, on seeing the 
notice, wrote the State Department 
of Health, and received the following 
reply: 

“There has been no change in the 
vaccination law. A child must be 
successfully vaccinated to attend 
school or present a certificate signed 
by a regular practicing physician that 
he is not a fit subject for vaccina¬ 
tion.”

P. Doduk, a section hand employed 
on the Boston and Albany railroad, 
was instantly killed on the tracks op¬ 
posite the Overlook Farm, about a 
mile and a half west of the Palmer 
station, about 7 o’clock Tuesday 
morning. 

Doduk was at work with others of 
the gang repairing the track when 
No. 36, the Atlantic Express, due in 
Palmer at 7.05 from the West, came 
along.

The 
engineer of the train apparently did 
not know that he had struck a man, 
for the train continued to the Palmer 
station without stopping.

Towns Should Not be Required to 
Make Large Expenditure For 
Foreign Traffic 

The Springfield Union of Tuesday 
printed the following editorial con¬ 
cerning the condition of North Main 
street in Palmer, as a fair example 
of the situation in the smaller towns 
since the inauguration of transport¬ 
ing freight by auto trucks: 

Palmer’s Awful Street 

The worst parts of through auto¬ 
mobile routes, such, for instance, as 
that between Springfield and Boston, 
are usually to be found in the towns, 
particularly the larger towns. We 
have Palmer especially in mind, not 
because the streets that are used by 
through traffic are necessarily worse 
than similar streets in other towns, 
but because it is a convenient object 
lesson. Until one reaches Palmer, 
and after one leaves it. the highway 
is in pretty good shape, but woe be¬ 
tide the automobilist who attempts 
to proceed at anything more than a 
snail’s pace while traversing the pit- 
falls of the street by which one en¬ 
ters the town from the west. No 
special regulations against speeding 
are needed so long as this'street re¬ 
mains in its present condition. An 
automobile that can get in and out 
of Palmer with all its springs whole 
has nothing to fear from any other 
road. We do not assume that the 
townspeople have neglected this 
street from choice or design ; in fact, 
we are told that they actually deplore 
its multitudinous corrugations and 
the plainly visible effect they have on 
the occupants of passing automobiles. 
Why, then, it may be asked, do not 
these townspeople show sufficient 
public spirit to put the roadway in 
shape? The reason is not hard to 
find. 

This r6ad was built some eight 
years ago, and has since been prac¬ 
tically rebuilt, yet nobody would ever 
believe it who has experienced its 
trials and tribulations. It was con¬ 
structed under the advice of the 
State Highway Commission, but paid 
for wholly with town money. Ob¬ 
viously a more enduring type of road 
is needed, but the town has not the 
wherewithal to provide it. For its 
needs it could, at small expense, put 
the surface in good shape, but such 
repairs, it has been demonstrated, dA 
not withstand the stress and strain 
of the great trucks that operate in 
both directions from Springfield to 
Boston, to say nothing of the tourist 
traffic. 

The problem, it seems to us, is one 
that concerns the Highway Commis¬ 
sion quite as much as Palmer, and 
a similar problem can be found in 
almost every town that is on the 
through route of travel. It is asking 
too much of such towns to expect 
them to maintain streets so greatly 
in excess of their own traffic re¬ 
quirements. They must either have 
help from the State to build roads 
capable of standing up, or else they 
must suffer such conditions to exist 
as have made the main route through 
Palmer an evil by day and a terror by 
night. If the State would build roads 
through such towns on a “fifty-fifty” 
basis the arrangement would appear 
to be equitable. The towns do not 
wish to shirk their responsibility, nor 
to be objects of State charity, but 
when they lack the money to do what 
the circumstances require and when 
it is not their fault that they happen 
to be on the main line of communica¬ 
tion, it seems only fair that the State 
should take proper cognizance of the 
situation and extend its aid accord¬ 
ingly. If the State desires a good 
system of communicating highways 
it should be properly concerned with 
the conditions obtaining in the towns 
through which these highways run. 
Its interest cannot consistently begin 
and end at the town’s edge. 

The article is calm, dignified and 
fair. It is an exact representation 
of the conditions, except that it does 
not go far enough. North Main 
street in Palmer has been rebuilt 
three times since the beginning of 
auto travel, each time of heavier con¬ 
struction, and each foundation has 
quickly gone to pieces under in¬ 
creasing weight and frequency of 
loads. The solution of the problem 
as suggested by the Union is exact¬ 
ly that suggested by the Town of Pal¬ 
mer when the proposition of rebuild¬ 
ing the street came up at the annual 
town meeting last spring. It was 
found that the cost oi a “permanent” 
roadbed which would be that in fact 
as well as flame, would be something 
like $50,000, and as the greater part 
of the wear and tear of the road is by 
foreign traffic, it was suggested that 
the State Highway Commission be 
petitioned to aid in the work.

Henry W. Estabrook, 83, died at v 
the home of his son, Rev. W. A. Esta- f 
brook, Wednesday evening of last t 
week after an illness of a few days. v 
For the past three years he has t 
made his home with his son in . 
Brimfield, but has lived in several 
places since leaving the townof his 
birth, Stratton, Vt., in 1873. He mar¬ 
ried Rosetta H. Pike February 7, 
1859, and six children were born to 1 
them, Joseph H., who died September 
14, 1918; Arthur A., who died June 
14, 1915; William A., Fidelia M„ Ros- 
coe T., who died April 12, 1910, and 
Ralph E., who died in infancy.

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The editor of the Scientific Ameri- j 
can recently Interviewed an Inventor 
who for some years past has produced 
an average of one new device a week. 
The man’s ideas are not limited to any 
one field, for his inventions include 
a propeller of new design, a dustless j 
ash sifter, a novel game, and hun¬ 
dreds of other different devices. His 
theory is that inventions are general¬ 
ly due either to accident or to care- , 
ful study. Many of the leading in- i 
ventions can be traced to a chance 
remark, an accident or a peculiar inci- 
dent; indeed, there Is a wealth of ro- j 
mance In the history of inventions. . 
But. the greatest mental stimulus of 
all is refusing to hdmit that the given 
thing is perfect.

Proposed Flag of League of Nations 


:rican Soldiers in Italian City Can¬ 
not Be Accused of Indulging 
in Wild Revels. 


Mantua, the metropolis of the prov¬ 
ince, is the center of the territory 
which encircles it in every direction. 
Hither flock the country folk from as 
far as five or six kilometers away, to 
gaze at the vino and stand around in 
the middle of the street, impeding the 
progress of the trolley car. 

Equally fascinating to the American 
soldier is this city, with its car track, 
its air of cordial welcome, and its in¬ 
salubrious climate, all of which com¬ 
bine to make him think more of the 
old home town than he did before he 
came here, says a writer in Italy Am¬ 
bulance Service News. It is not dif¬ 
ficult to find things to do, for one may 
always spend quite a while figuring 
out when he last saw the sun, or when 
he will see it again. And then one 
may also look at the lake. 

But It Is at night that Mantua dis¬ 
closes its true nature. With an elec¬ 
tric light gleaming on every fourth 
block, and the comradely mist always 
with you, you can start out for a wild 
evening. There are plenty of places 
to go—all cafes. Variety is supplied 
by ordering beer In one place and wine 
In the next, until in a final burst of 
hilarity you end up with caffe-latte 
(the nadir of recklessness). By that 
time It Is 10:30, the shutters are up, 
the waiter jingles a pocketful of cen- 
tessiinl and looks bored, the last pa¬ 
tron has departed and the girl behind 
the bar seems to wonder what secret 
sorrow keeps you from home. So you 
depart—via the back door, harking to 
your footprints echoing upon the still 
night air.

’T was a Wild Fantastic Tale 


Springfield Official Reported Dead in 
Auto Smash Yesterday 

An example of some of the “wild 
fantastic tales” which newspaper men 
and the police have to run to earth at 
times developed just before noon yes¬ 
terday, and until the correct answer 
was obtained there sure was excite¬ 
ment of no mean order. 

An automobilist west-bound stopped 
in front of the street railway office 
about 11.50 and announced to those 
about the place that Chief of Police 
Quilty of Springfield had just been 
killed near the King farm east of 
Palmer by the overturning of his au¬ 
tomobile. Naturally the story spread 
like wind-swept fire through dry 
prairie grass. It was literally “all 
over town” in a very few moments. 
Attempts to secure a physician and 
a garage auto to render assistance 
were both futile, but finally a citizen 
volunteered the use of his car and 
with Chief of Police Crimmins of 
Palmer started for the scene. 

In the meantime s'omeone called up 
police headquarters in Springfield 
and was informed that Chief Quilty 
had stepped out to hinch about 20 
minutes previously, and that if he had 
reached the scene of the reported ac¬ 
cident—which was said to have hap¬ 
pened about the same time that he 
left his office—he must have been 
“going some.” 

In the meanwhile the rescue party 
had reached their destination and 
found that a Ford car, occupied by 
two women traveling west, had be¬ 
come unmanagable where the King 
brook crosses the highway, smashed 
through the guard rail and run down 
the bank and turned over.
